WHY GEN. WASHINGTON STANDS 
IN BOAT IN FAMOUS PAINTING 


Federal Bulletin Says “Crossing 
Delaware” Is in Best Early 
Victorian Style.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—The 
National Park Service offered an 
explanation today for the painting 
of “Washington Crossing the Dela- 
ware,” in which it conceded “Real- 
ism is completely lacking.” 

“No man in. his senses, least of 
all the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Continental Armies, would stand 
erect in an open boat, while pass- 
age of an ice-jammed river was 
being negotiated,” a bulletin says. 
“But this was a circumstance that 
no one appeared to consider when 
Leutze’s canvas appeared, 

“Nor did it reflect upon the art- 
ist’s sense of the fitness of things 
that his model for the Delaware 
River was the German Rhine, 
which he could see from the win- 
dow of his studio.” 

In explanation, the Park Service 
said: “It must be remembered that 
the best schools of the early Vic 
torian period turned out work of 
similar trend, and that according 
to the standards of his day Eman- 
uel Leutze was an artist at once 
renowned and popular.” 


REPORTS MARCONI LEFT 
ESTATE OF ONLY $150,000

President of R. C. A. Announces 

Radio Inventor Was Worth Much 
Less Than Was Supposed. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 25. — David 
Sarnoff, president of the= Radio 
Corporation of America, said today 
that Guglielmo Marconi, inventor 
of wireles telegraphy, left an estate 
of only $150,000, though he had 
been reputed to be worth $25,000,000. 

Marconi died comparatively poor, 
Sarnoff said on his arrival from 
Europe, where he talked to mem- 
bers of the Marconi family. 

“They told me,” he said, “that the 
gross value of the estate left by 
Marconi would not exceed $150,000 
and that this would be substantial- 
ly reduced by death duties, taxes, 
legal fees and so forth.” 

In his will, Marconi provided that 

the net proceeds of his estate 
should be divided among the three 
children of his first marriage and 
his small daughter Elettra, of a 
second marriage. Several years ago, 
he established a trust fund of $200,- 
000 for the first three children, born 
to the former Lady Beatrice 
O’Brien. 
“This public statement,” said Sar- 
noff, “is made by me at the request 
and on behalf of the Marconi fam- 
ily.”

Precinct Clerks Not Already 
Indicted Escape Charges 
Under Statute of Limita- 
tions. 


ONLY HANDFUL TO 
BE PUT ON TRIAL 


Grand Jury That Took Up 
Ghost Voters Expose 
Urged Prosecutor to Con- 
tinue Investigation. 


Those responsible for padding the 
registration books of St. Louis with 
more than 40,000 ghost voters last 
year are now immune from prose- 
cution, except for the negligible 
number of precinct officials in- 
dicted more than a year ago, it be- 
came known yesterday. 

The statute of limitations bars 
their prosecution because more 
than a year has elapsed since the 
offense was committed, in June, 
1936. The indictments already re- 
turned charge offenses which the 
law classes as misdemeanors, and 
in such cases the statute of limita- 
tions operates after one year. 
Theoretically it might still be pos- 
sible to establish that felonies were 
committed in accomplishing the 
padding, and against such crimes 
the limitations statute does not ap- 
ply for three years, but the course 
of the official inquiry thus far has 
indicated no likelihood of that de- 
velopment, 

Grand Jury’s Recommendation. 


Although the grand jury for the 
June, 1936, term, recommended that 
Prosecuting Attorney James P. Fin- 
negan carry on an investigation of 
registration frauds which it began, 
the Prosecutor made no such in- 
vestigation. 

The grand jury, in a hurried in- 
quiry before its time of service ex- 
pired, indicted 22 precinct election 
clerks on charges of willful neglect 
to canvass their precincts, and one 
of these was acquitted last week 
without presenting a defense. 


Finnegan, questioned by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday, 
would offer no explanation of his 
failure to act before the expiration 
of the year. “I’m making no state- 
ment at this time; I'm investigat- 
ing,” was all he would say. 

Circuit Attorney Miller, ques- 
tioned by a reporter, cited the rec- 
ommendation of the grand jury 
that his office should leave’ the 
registration fraud investigation in 
the hands of Prosecuting Attorney 
Finnegan, and that the Circuit At- 
torneys’ office devote‘ itself to in- 
vestigation of the primary election 
of 1936 and the riverfront bond is- 
sue election of Sept. 10, 1935, in 
which the Post-Dispatch exposed 
gross fraud. 

One subsequent grand jury did 
investigate the primary election 
and returned 68 felony indictments, 
chiefly against precinct officials. 
The Circuit Attorney’s efforts to 
investigate the bond issue election 
have so far been blocked and the 
question of whether the ballot 
boxes may be examined by a grand 
jury now is before the Supreme 
Court for determination. 


Remaining Cases Up Oct. 18. 


Finnegan’s statement that he was 
“investigating” presumably referred 
to his announced purpose of study- 
ing the remaining misdemeanor in- 
dictments in the registration fraud 
cases, now set for trial Oct. 18 be- 
fore Judge James W. Griffin in the 
Court of Criminal Correction. These 
indictments were turned over to 
him more than a year ago. 

The June, 1936, grand jury’s rec- 
ommendation that investigation of 
registration frauds be carried on 
by Prosecuting Attorney Finnegan 
was made with the realization that 
the jury, in the time available to 
it, had not been able to complete 
the inquiry. 

“We believe,” the grand jury said 
in its report, “we have gone into 
that matter far enough to report 
the existence of widespread irreg- 
ularities in the conduct of the can- 
vass by the election clerks after 
the registration. 

“It is our opinion that as far as 
registration is concerned, these ir- 
regularities and the resultant heavy 
padding of the registration books 
for the recent primary were caused 
chiefly by neglect of the canvassing 
clerks to make a proper canvass 
of their precincts; and as far as 
we have been able to investigate 
it is our conclusion that an intelli- 
gent and proper canvass has not 
been made in many precincts for 
some years.” 

Only 11 Precincts Touched. 

In the time available to it this 
grand jury indicted the clerks of 
11 precincts on charges of willful

MUSSOLIN MEET 
HITLER, THEY G00 
HAZ] WAR GAMES 


Italian and German Dicta- 
tors Have Strenuous Day 
of Cheers, Parades, For- 


malities in Munich. 


THEN BOTH LEAVE 
FOR SECRET DRILLS 


They Take Separate Trains 
for Mecklenburg Where 
‘Blue’ Army Already Is 
Chasing the ‘Reds.’ 


By the Associated Press. 
MUNICH, Germany, Sept. 25.— 


Premier Mussolini of Italy and 
Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler of Ger- 
many, meeting here today for the 
first time in three years, spent the 
day in formalities and moved on 
this evening to Mecklenburg’ to 
watch the German war games. 
Their time, from the moment Mus- 
solini’s train rolled into the station 
this morning until they departed 


for Mecklenburg nine hours later, 
was taken up with visits and ex- 
changes of visits, a luncheon, mili- 
tary reviews, formalities and tea. 
The Italian dictator seemed pleased 
with the tremendous welcome ac- 
corded him by the Nazi Fuehrer in 
this gaily-decorated, cheering city. 


Formal Greetings, Ceremonies. 


There were 25,000 German troops 
lined up at the station holding back 
the crowd when the Italian dictator 
arrived. The two dictators ex- 
changed formal greetings in the 
square outside and then reviewed 
the troops. After that they climbed 
into an open touring car and were 
driven slowly through an arch of 
triumph to Mussolini’s temporary 
residence, the Prince Karl Palace. 
Later they made formal visits to 
each other. 

After a luncheon given by Hitler 
in honor of Mussolini, the two stood 
side by side on a reviewing stand 
to watch 10,000 troops march by, 
under full equipment. 

There was a smile on the Ital- 
ian’s face and he chatted casually 
with the grave-faced Hitler. 

Cheering thousands lined _ the 
streets in a great ceremonial of 
farewell, as Mussolini and Hitler 
walked the few hundred feet to 
the station, it was apparent that 
the strenuous day of ceremonies 
had tired Mussolini. The brisk 
pace he set this morning was gone. 
He was satisfied to walk at a 
leisurely gait. 

Departure for Mecklenburg. 


Mussolini and Hitler boarded 
separate trains at 7:10 p. m. for 
Mecklenburg, 600 miles away, along 
a rail line closely guarded through 
the night by thousands of militia- 
men and police. Guards were post- 
ed every few hundred feet to pre- 
vent any interference with the 
trains and their passengers. 

At Mecklenburg, Germany’s com- 
bined army, navy and air force 
maneuvers were advanced to a 
stage where the dictators probably 
will be able to see the “Blue” army 
score a smashing victory over 
“Red” invaders. In the simulated 
fighting thus far the “Blue” forces 
have repelled the “Reds” and car- 
ried the war games into “Red” ter- 
ritory at several points. 

The naval phase involved a 
“Blue” navy successfully waging a 
“pirate hunt” against “Red” sub- 
marines, assumed to have been 
making the Baltic unsafe for com- 
mercial navigation. 

Communiques said that despite 
great submarine activity by the 
“Reds” aided by “Red” airplanes, 
losses of “Blue” transport and com- 
mercial ships were held to a mini- 
mum. Convoy tactics were em- 
ployed to protect “Blue” shipping. 

The exact site of the army 
maneuvers in the Mecklenburg area 
was kept secret. Only selected ob- 
servers will be allowed to accom- 
pany Mussolini and Hitler into the 
guarded area. 


1400 SPANISH REFUGEE 
CHILDREN TAKEN TO RUSSIA 


They Are Rescued From Gijon, 
Latest Insurgent Objective, 
By French Vessel.

SAINT NAZAIRE, France. Sept. 
25.—The French Freighter Dairi- 
guerrme arrived here tonight with 
1400 Spanish children from Gijon, 
objective of present Spanish In- 
surgent warfare on the Biscay 
Coast. 

The children were transferred to 
the Soviet Freighter Cooperatzia, 
which sailed for Leningrad, where 
they will be established in a Soviet 
refugee camp school.

SEVEN MORE EXECUTED 
IN SUVIET FARM PURGE 


Newspapers Report 14 Others 
Will Be Executed on Charge 
of Spoiling Grain. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Sept. 25.—Seven per- 
sons were executed today in West- 
ern Siberia on charges of wrecking 
the collective farming program, ac- 
cording to Novosibirsk’s newspaper, 
Soviet Siberia. 

Death sentences for 14 more were 
reported by two other newspapers, 
Red Crimea of Simferopol listing 
six condemned as grain spoilers 
and Malot reporting eight others 
sentenced in the Azov-Black Sea 
region on charges of deliberately 
spoiling grain in elevators by per- 
mitting it to become insect-infested. 

Similar cases were reported pend- 
ing in Leningrad and Moscow prov- 
inces, 

Mass executions of spies and 
saboteurs on Far Eastern railways 
continue. The newspaper Pacific 
Ocean Star of Khabarovsk today 
reported 19 more put to death at 
Vladivostok on charges of being 
in the pay of the Japanese secret 
service. They were described as 
Trotskyist terrorists, as were 26 
others who were put to death Sun- 
day. 

All 45 were accused not only of 
espionage and attempting to dam- 
age property of the Far Eastern 
Railway, but of plotting against the 
lives of Soviet leaders.

GENEVA, Sept. 25.—The League 
of Nations’ new assembly hall was 
inaugurated tonight with a recep- 
tion given by the assembly presi- 
dent, Aga Khan III, and his begum. 

The 2500 persons attending the 
party given by India’s delegate and 
his wife ate and drank, among oth- 
er things, 300 pounds of caviar and 
1500 bottles of champagne.

SOVIET CENSUS) 


THROWN OUT, NEW 
ONE IS ORDERED 


Results of Count Taken Jan. 6 
Under Now Discredited Chief, 
Called Defective.

MOSCOW, Sept. 26 (Sunday). — 
Charging that the population cen- 
sus taken last Jan. 6 was defective, 
the Sovnarkom (council of people’s 
commisars) early this. morning 
threw away the results of enor- 
mous statistical labor and ordered 
a new tabulation. 

The order marks a high point in 
self criticism, even for the present 
phase of the Soviet Union's vigi- 
lant skepticism about all the works 
of those leaders who have been re- 
cently disgraced. 

The brief statement did not pin 
responsibility on any individual for 
the defects in the census, but it is 
significant that the census was 
carried out under the supervision 
of the central statistical bureau, 
whose chief, Ivan A. Kraval, re- 
cently was denounced as an enemy 
of the people. The reformed 
bureau now has been ordered to 
carry out a new census Jan. 19, 
1939. 

The Sovnarkom statement said 
that “Government instructions 
were not carried out in the census, 
and statistical science was vio- 
lated.” No details were given of 
the methods used to invalidate the 
results of the attempt to count the 
noses of 172,000,000 odd Russians. 

The results of the census had 
been eagerly awaited in Moscow. 
It was announced last spring that 
new machines had been invented 
by Soviet engineers for tabulation 
of their complicated figures. This 
was before charges of Trotskyism 
and treason had taken their toll of 
the Soviet Union’s statisticians.

RUUSEVELTS TOUR 
YELLOWSTONE PARK 


Temperature Below -Freezing 
as President Sees Sights 
From Open Car.

MAMMOTH HOT SPRINGS. Yel- 
lowstone Park, Sept. 25.—Président 
Roosevelt saw Yellowstone Nation- 
al Park in freezing weather today. 
Making his first visit to it, the 
President devoted the whole day 
to sight-seeing. There were no 
speeches, and politics was put 
aside while the chief executive and 
Mrs. Roosevelt took in the gran- 


deur of rugged, snow-topped peaks 
and wild Rocky Mountain streams. 

During a pause at Canyon Junc- 
tion Ranger Station, a well-dressed 
man standing to one side of the 
President’s car yelled: “Three 
cheers for the President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt, but don’t destroy the 
court.” 

The same man led a group, in- 
cluding several children, in several 
“hip-hip-hoorays.” 

C C C Youths at Attention. 

At several C C C camps, which 
the President passed, the youths 
in best uniform stood at attention. 

The presidential party left the 
Seattle-bound cross-continental spe- 
cial train about 9:45 a. m. at Gar- 
diner, Mont., northern park en- 
trance, and drove immediately 
through Theodore Roosevelt arch. 

The temperature was below freez- 
ing then. The President and his 
wife were bundled in robes in the 
rear seat of an open car. Senator 
Murray (Dem.), Montana, was with 
them. Representative O’Connor 
(Dem.), Montana, rode on the front 
seat. Murray, O’Connor and Acting 
Gov. Hugh R. Adair joined the 
party when the train entered Mon- 
tana. 

The President’s first sight inside 
the park was of scampering ante- 
lope. A snake-like motor trail 
along the Gardiner and Boiling 
rivers took him to Mammoth Hot 
Springs, base of the presidential 
party during its two-day park 
visit. 

During a brief pause here, Ed- 
mund B. Rogers, superintendent of 
the park, took the place beside Mr. 
Roosevelt in the open car. 


Waitresses Take Pictures. 

At Artist’s Point on the Yel- 
lowstone River canyon, the party 
made one of its longer stops. There 
Mrs. Roosevelt viewed from a high 
wooden platform the ore-laden 
walls and, 700 feet below, the rush- 
ing river, made green b. its great 
depth. 

The midday luncheon stop was 
made at Fishing Bridge, and as the 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt left 
the cafeteria, waitreses in green 
and white snapped their pictures. 
Fishing Bridge spans Yellowstone 
River just below where the stream 
begins to tumble from Yellowstone 
lake. 

Senator Pope (Dem.), Idaho, 
joined the President’s party dur- 
ing the day.

SHANGHAI, Sept. 26 (Sunday).

Firmly entrenched Chinese 
troops counter-attacked, forcing 
the Japanese to throw newly 
landed reinforcements into the 
fighting. Chinese sources said that 
the defense lines, although sorely 
pressed, remained intact. | 

The Japanese brought into action 
the heaviest artillery they have yet 
unlimbered on the Shanghai front 
in a combined barrage with air 
bombers and naval guns. 

Warehouses Opened. 

For the first time since the un- 
declared war began, the Japanese 
permitted the removal of foodstuffs 
and other merchandise from Jap- 
anese-occupied areas of the Inter- 
national Settlement, They had in- 
sisted until now that the ware- 
houses remain locked to prevent 
any possibility of food or material 
reaching the Chinese Army. 

Hundreds of, motor trucks 
brought out more than $10,000 worth 
of American and other foreign mer- 
chandise, including medicines. The 
heavy file of trucks caused a seri- 
fous traffic jam. 

At the peak of the congestion 
Japanese bluejackets opened rifle 
fire among the trucks on what 
they said was a Chinese spy who 
eluded them by diving into the 
Whangpoo River. 

Largest Cities Are Bombed. 

China’s largest cities, except 
those under Japanese occupation, 
were subjected yesterday to devas- 
tating bombing by Japanese. air 
forces ranging over most of the 
Eastern provinces. 

Hundreds of Chinese noncom- 
batants were killed and property 
damage ran into millions of dollars 
in six great communities with pop- 
ulations close to or above the mil- 
lion mark. 

Nanking, the capital, was pun- 
ished by five successive attacks by 
Japanese air raiders, who remained 
over the city a total of seven hours, 
Officials said the death toll in the 
bombings, part of Japan’s an- 
nounced campaign to destroy the 
center of Chinese military resist- 
ance, would approach 200. At least 
80 planes took part in the attacks. 

Hankow, Wuchang and Hanyang, 
the Wuhan cities of the Middle 
Yangtze Valley, suffered a new 
series of early morning raids, with- 
in a few hours of the air attack the 
Japanese airmen made on these 
same cities, comprising a great in- 
dustrial center, late Friday. 

Chinese officials revised their es- 
timates of the dead in Friday’s Wue 
han raid upward to nearly 1000 and 
said more casualties had been adde

DRIVE IN NORTH

Both Ends of Hopeh De- 
fense Line Taken —

PEIPING, Sept. 25.—Japanese 
marshalled their forces at captured 


otingfu today and prepared to 
eee dealt conquests to the Yel- 
low River. 

Japanese army spokesmen here, 
announcing that the next objective 
would be Chengting, indicated 
hopes that their forces could reach 
the Yellow River, great natural bar- 
rier between North China and the 
rest of the country, before snow 
flies. | 

\Chengting, important trading 
center, is about 160 airline miles 
southwest of here and 10 miles 
north of Shihchiachuang, junction 
of the Peiping-Hankow Railway 
and the line which runs west into 
Shansi province. 

The Japanese believed that crush- 
inz defeats of the Chinese in Cen- 
tral Hopeh province had shattered 
the defenders’ morale and would 
make further advances ¢compara- 
tively easy. 

They asserted that the captures 
of Paotingfu and Tsangchow, West- 
ern and Eastern keypoints, respec- 
tively, of the strong defense system 
across Hopeh, had made that sys- 
tem useless to the Chinese. It con- 
sisted of a line of concrete pill- 
boxes linked by elaborate trench 
lires and had been under prepara- 
tion since 1935. 

Town in Suiyuan Captured. 

The Japanese reported another 
{mportant victory in the Northwest 
in the capture of Pingtichuan in 
Eastern Suiyuan province, consid- 
ered the Eastern gateway to that 
important buffer region lying be- 
tween China proper and Soviet-pro- 
tected Outer Mongolia. 

Two Japanese columns from 
Manchoukuo and a force of Mon- 
gol horsemen have been converg- 


‘ing on Pingtichuan for a week, 


against stubborn Chinese _resist- 
ance. The town, on Lake Sitai, is 
only 75 miles from Kweisui, capital 
of Suiyuan, and is the center of 
a fairly prosperous farming and 
herding district. 

Japanese officers, emphasizing 
the blows dealt the Chinese in Cen- 
tral Hopeh and in the Northwest, 
indicated hopes of an early Chinese 
surrender. They said that while 
it might be too early to talk of 
peace negotiations, the Japanese 
army would welcome “any change 
in the atmosphere” which would 
permit cessation of hostilities. 

In spite of their confidence that 
an advance to the Yellow River 
would be comparatively easy, they 
said China may be “given a chance 
to think things over.” 

Two Cities Taken in a Day. 

Paotingfu, 80 miles southwest of 
Peiping, was taken by storm yes- 
terday after a rapid 10-day drive 
that covered more than 50 miles. 
Its garrison, according to Japanese 
reports, was annihilated. Tsang- 
chow, 60 miles south of Tientsin on 
the Tientsin-Pukow Railway, also 


_ fell yesterday to a Japanese army. 


While the main Japanese force 
which took Paotingfu paused to re- 
store communications, an advance 
guard continued ‘down the railway 
toward Tinghsien, 35 miles away. 
Paotingfu, capital of Hopeh, with a 
population of 100,000, had been the 
main center of Chinese resistance 
in the province. 

Japanese military officers said 
they were making inquiries con- 
cerning six American missionaries, 
including five women, who were in 
Paotingfu shortly before the city 
was stormed.

Until recently, Shantung, under 
Gen. Han Fu-chu, its semi-inde- 
pendent Governor, has managed to 
hold aloof from the general Chi- 
nese-Japanese conflict. Within the 
last few days, however, Japanese 
air forces have bombed _ several 
Shantung cities, including Tsinanfu, 
Techow, Yenchow and Tsining. Au- 
thorities believed this meant the 
Japanese command had decided to 
end the neutrality of the province 
and begin operations to put it un- 
der Japanese sway. 

Shantung is one of the five North 
China provinces for which the Jap- 
anese army desires an autonomous 
administration.

Nanchang, capital of Kiangsi 
Province and Chinese aviation cen- 
ter, was heavily bombed, and Can- 
ton, the metropolis of the South, 
was subjected to a series of minor 
raids.

GENEVA, Sept. 25.—The Japa- 
nese Government firmly declined to- 
day an invitation to participate in 
the League of Nations Advisory 
Committee’s work on the Chinese- 
Japanese conflict. The refusal was 
transmitted directly to the League 
in a telegram signed by Foreign 
Minister Koki Hirota. 

The Japanese Government said it 
saw “no reason to depart from 
the line of conduct it has hitherto 
followed” in the Far East. 

Japan, while declining the invi- 
tation, seemed anxious to learn 
what the League will do. Japa- 
nese representatives busied them- 
selves about the corridors of the 
League palace. 

Several Powers were anxious to 
receive some indication from the 
United States as to what measures 
would be acceptable to it. 

At a meeting of the League’s Dis- 
armament Commission a Chinese 
delegate cited Japan as an example 
of the “murderous” consequences 
of a militaristic policy. Tsien Tai, 
the Chinese representative, told the 
commission:

Four-Power Pact Reported Topic 


Of Mussolini-Hitler Conterence 


Authoritative Italian Commentator Says They 


Agreed on Main Terms of Proposal to 
Europe’s Democracies.

ROME, Sept. 27.—Premier Benito 
Mussolini and Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler in their conversations in Mu- 
nich today agreed on the main 
terms of peace they are ready to 
propose to Europe’s chief democra- 
cies, Virginio Cayda, authoritative 
Fascist commentator, wrote in a 
dispatch from the Bavarian capital 
to his newspaper, Il Giornale 


d'Italia. 

The dictators considered, accord- 
ing to Cayda, an attempt to revive 
Mussolini’s scheme for a _ four- 
power pact to be entered into by 
Italy, Germany, Great Britain and 
France. Indeed, they would prefer 
that it be a five-power pact, with 
Poland also included. The Soviet 
Union, of course, would be ex- 
cluded, for the prime purpose of 
the alliance would be to fight Bol- 
shevism. 

Four Points Discussed. 

“The Rome-Berlin axis is not a 
bloc but a determined solidarity, 
which is not closed to any nations 
of good will toward Italy and Ger- 
many, beginning with Britain, 
France and Poland,” Cayda wrote. 
He listed the follgwing four points 
as the synthesis of the first discus- 
sions between the dictators: 

1. There should be complete com- 
prehension and merited respect for 
Fascism and National Socialism 
(Nazism) as ideological movements 
of constituted regimes of states, 
among other states where Fascism 


and National Socialism have no in- 
tention of establishing themselves. 
Therefore, systemized defamations 
of these two regimes and their two 
responsible officers must cease. The 
two regimes are resolved to affirm 
constantly and decisively their 
value and their legitimate rights. 
Differences in programmatic dec- 
larations of the two regimes; which 
too often still appear in speeches of 
responsible officials, must cease. 
Parity Demanded. 

2. Germany's and Italy’s right to 
technical, political and 5 above all, 
moral parity with every other 
great nation on every problem 


must be recognized by Europe. : 


3. A higher sense of compre- 
hension and respect for the rights 
of life and progress of all nations 
must be revised; international 
justice must operate with facts, not 
words. 

4. All nations in a reborn sense 
of civil solidarity in Europe, must 
again find a common denominator 
of pride in a joint defense against 
subversion, and a common denomi- 
nator of comprehension concerning 
their mutual peril against this sub- 
version. 

The Italian press today covered 
in the most minute detail the re 
ception given Mussolini in Munich. 
By contrast, scarcely any space was 
devoted to the invitation to Italy 
from Great Britain and France to 
attend a tripartite conference on the 
Spanish situation. London and 
Paris were given to understand that 
Rome could not reply to the invi- 
tation until Mussolini returned.

ACQUITTED BUT NOT 
PROVED INNOCENT 


Now Surete Agents Suspect 
He Engineered Abduction 
of His Chief, Gen. Eu- 
gene de Miller.

PARIS, Sept. 25.—Surette Nation- 
ale agents questioned Mme. Nadine 
Plevitskaia, Russian singer, for 
several hours tonight for some 
clew to the mysterious disappear- 
ance of her husband, Nicholas Sko- 
bline and Eugene de Miller, both 
Generals in the White Russian 
cause against the Reds. 

Mme. Plevitskaia (or Skobline) 
was arrested after questioners had 
failed to shake her story that she 
knew nothing about the case. Sko- 
bline also was ordered arrested af- 
ter Surette agents raided his sub- 
urban home. 

Skobline disappeared Thursday 
morning after reporting that his 
chief, De Miller, had vanished after 
starting for a rendezvous which he 
had feared was an ambush. The 
official theory is Skobline might 
have engineered De Miller’s abduc- 
tion. Surette agents asserted evi- 
dence supporting this theory was 
found in the raid on Skobline’s 
home and in discrepancies in his 
wife’s storv. 

No Evidence of Foreign Power. 

There was no showing a foreign 
power had plotted De Miller’s ab- 
duction or his disappearance was 
merely the result of a quarrel with- 
in the White Russian colony in 
Paris. 

Colony leaders, hitherto _ silent, 
suddenly disclosed today some of 
the details of a dramatic incident 
which may have some bearing on 
the mystery. 

Gen. Constantin Erdelli, who pre- 
sided over a White Russian Court 
of Honor in 1935, said that Skobline 
had been tried on charges of be- 
ing a Soviet agent since 1919 and 
of taking part in the abduction of 
Gen. Alexandre Koutiepov in 1930. 
Koutiepov disappeared and never 
was found. 

“The Court of Honor acquitted 
Skobline because of lack of proof, 
but did not establish his _in- 
nocence,” Erdelli declared. “His con- 
duct in the De Miller case confirms 
the suspicions on m&ny of us.” 

Mme. Plevitskaia insisted to po- 
lice that she and her husband lived 
off the proceeds of her singing en- 
gagements and that he received no 
funds from Russian sources. 

Skobline’s two brothers, Serge 
and Theodosis, and his sister, Mme. 
Vorobio, were questioned, but were 
able to tell nothing new. 

Gen. Denikin Put Under Guard. 

Gen. Anton Denikin, commander- 
in-chief of the White Russian forces 
in Russia from 1918 to 1920, when 
he fled after defeats by the Red 
armies, was given a special police 
guard today. 

Surete agents learned that Sko- 
bline had offered to drive Denikin 
to Brussels following the disappear- 
ance of De Miller, head of the Con- 
federation of Russian War Vet- 
erans, on Wednesday. 

Before he dropped from sight, as- 
sociates of Denikin’said, Skobline 
suggested that Denikin accompany 
him to the Belgian capital to at- 
tend the twentieth anniversary cele- 
bration of the old Imperial Russian 
Kornilov Regiment. 

These sources said Denikin de- 
clined to make the motor trip be- 
cause he believed De Miller, with 
whom he had been unfriendly after 
a recent argument, would also be 
at Brussels, 

Denikin’s friends said Skobline 
then told Denikin: “De Miller will 
not be at Brussels.”

CHICAGO PLANS TO OPEN

Unless There Is Unusual Increase 
in Infantile Paralysis Cases, 
330,000 Will Return to Classes.

“unusual rise in the prevalence of 
infantile paralysis” occurs within 


the next 24 hours, 380,000 Chicago 
elemetnary school children will re- 
turn to classes Monday. If there 
is an unusual increase in the num- 
ber of cases of the disease, an or- 
der continuing the closing will be 
issued by 8 p. m. tomorrow. 

The decision to open the schools, 
the fall term of which had been 
scheduled to begin Sept. 7, was 
reached today at a meeting of offi- 
cials of the Board of Health and 
public and sectarian school boards. 
The meeting decided, however, to 
continue to exclude kindergarten 
and first grade pupils, estimated 
to number 80,000. 

Six new cases of the disease and 
six suspected cases were reported 
in the last 24 hours. 

Grade school pupils have had in- 
struction by newspapers and radio 
made available to them while the 
schools were closed. 

Since Aug. 1, there have been 289 
cases of infantile paralysis, 24 af 
them fatal. 


8 MORE ENCEPHALITIS 
DEATHS; TOTAL IS 79 


17 New Cases Reported, Make

Eight more deaths from encepha- 
litis (sleeping sickness) were re- 
ported yesterday, bringing the total 
since June 30 to 75.

Henry L. Siekmann Says at 
Belleville, ‘Sure, It’s Go- 
ing On, but No One Has 
Complained to Me.’ 


The Sheriff of St. Clair County, 
Where the handbook operators fear 
only the competition of the dice ta- 
ble men, took hig stand yesterday 
with the grand jury which Circuit 
Judge Maurice V. Joyce brusquely 
discharged Thursday when it re- 
ported that gambling was tolerated 
by public opinion in the county. 

“Sure, I know there is gambling

AUTHOR OF NEW YORK 
BAUMES LAW DIES 


Caleb H. Baumes Wrote Stat- 
ute Providing Life Terms for 
Habitual Criminals. 


By the Associated Press. 

BEACON, N. Y., Sept. 25.—Caleb 
H. Baumes, author of the Baumes 
law, which provides a life sentence 
for any person convicted of a fel- 
only four times, died’ today in his 
berth on a train near Hudson, N. 
¥. He was 74 years old. 

Baumesg was returning to his 
home at Newburgh, N. Y., after at- 
tending the Odd Fellows conven- 
tion in Milwaukee last week. A 
porter discovered his death at 2 p. 
m. A physician said death resulted 
from a heart attack. 

Baumes was a member of the 
New York State Assembly from 
1909 to 1913 and served in the New 
York State Senate from 1919 to 
1930, when he resigned to run for 
Lieutenant-Governor on the Repub- 
lican ticket headed by Charles 8. 
Tuttle. 

He was a member of the New 
York State Constitutional conven- 
tion in 1915. In 1926 he was named 
chairman of the Joint Legislative 
Committee which drew up amend- 
ments and additiong to the code of 
criminal procedure and the penal 
law. These amendments, known as 
the Baumes Law, relate especially 
to penalties, procedures, appeals 
and bail and are regarded as mark- 
ing an important epoch in the 
prosecution of criminal cases. 

In 1930, Baumes resumed law 
practice in Newburgh. Two and 
a half years later he was appointed 
County Supervisor of the City of 
Newburgh for Orange County to 
fill a vacancy. He was elected to 
this office later and only last Sept. 
16 was renominated for re-election 
as supervisor. 

He is survived by his widow and 
two. sons, Floyd T. and Walton. 
Funeral services will be Tuesday 
at 2:30 p. m, from the Trinity Meth- 
odist Church at Newburgh.

Chain System Developed. 

In the southern part of the State 
enterprising promoters have devel- 
oped a chain system, after the busi- 
ness example of groceries, drug 
stores and big league baseball 
teams, Bender told the reporter.

The promoter, frequently experi- 
enced in stock-selling enterprises, 
obtains 3000 signatures to his ap- 
plication for incorporation and gets 
a pro forma decree of incorporation 
in Circuit Court. He is then pre- 
pared to sell memberships, with 
varying benefits, as he would 
shares of stock. Dues are either a 
regular periodic payment or an 
assessment upon the death of an- 
other member; the amount in 
either case is attractively low. No 
audit by public officials is required. 

The promoter meanwhile has con- 
cluded this arrangement with an 
undertaker: the undertaker’ will 
furnish all funeral services for 
members of the association, re- 
ceiving the amount called for by 
the membership certificates, less a 
deduction of about 20 per cent for 
the promoter’s share. 


Paying for Franchises. 

The burial society chain appeared 
when promoters saw a chance to 
expand their operations. Franchis- 
es for an exclusive right to sell 
memberships and conduct funerals 
within a well-defined territory are 
sold to undertakers in towns and 
villages surrounding the original 
place of activity. Undertakers have 
said they paid upward of $250 for 
the franchises. 

Bender said he thought at least 
75 per cent of the funeral directors 
who became agents of the burial 
association did so against their own 
wishes, forced into the promotion 
through competition and the pros- 
pect of losing all their business. 
He estimated that between 150 and 


200 undertakers in the State were 
connected with burial societies. 


The Missouri Funeral Directors’ 
Association, with about 850 mem- 
bers, has expressed appreciation to 
the American Legion for its reso- 
lution. 

The remedy for the situation lies 
in revoking the charters of the of- 
fending societies for violation of 
the non-profit provision of the law 
under which they are incorporated 
and in amending the burial associa- 
tion statutes to provide for payment 
of benefits in cash and not in serv- 
ices, Bender declared. 

William C. Rosebaum, manager 
of the investors’ division of the 
St. Louis Better Business Bureau, 
told the reporter there were about 
14 small associations in St. Louis 
which had been the subject of com- 
plaint.

Government and American Mail 
Line of Seattle Reach 
Agreement. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 25. — The 


Maritime Commission announced 
today it had settled the ocean mail 
contract of the American Mail 
Line, Seattle, Wash., a Dollar Line 
affiliate, by mutual release of all 
claims of the Government and the 
contractor. 

The line, which operates between 
Seattle and the Orient, executed a 
temporary operating subsidy agree- 
ment which became effective yes- 
terday and will run for six months 
unless terminated by the commis- 
sion, officials said. 

The settlement brought to 25 the 
number of companies which have 
effected agreements. Still unad- 
justed are contracts with the Dol- 
lar Line, the Munson Line, United 
Fruit Co., and the American Line. 


PROFIT MOTIVE ISSUE 
IN EPISCOPAL CHURCH 


Move to Denounce It Expected 
at Convention in New York 
Oct. 6. 


By the Associated Press. 

CINCINNATI, Sept. 25.—A move- 
ment to put the Episcopal Church 
on record against the profit motive 
in business and industry is expect- 
ed at the church’s fifty-second tri- 
ennial general convention which 
opens here Oct. 6 It is fostered 
by members of the Church League 
for Industrial Democracy, which 
has been criticised for inviting Ho- 
mer Martin, president of the Unit- 
ed Automobile Workers, to speak 
at one of its forums. 

The Rev. William Spoffard of 
New York, secretary of the League, 
has prepared for submission to the 
supreme legislative body of the 
church a resolution opposing’ the 
profit system. It was not known 
whether the resolution would 
recommend any substitute. 

One of the league’s objectives is 
to counteract the opinion, current 
in some places, that the Episcopal 
Church is principally for the middle 
and upper classes. Bishop Edward 
L. Parsons of California, a League 
member, asserted some time ago 
that “a new order is coming 
whether we like it or not. We are 
living in the twilight of the gods 
of capitalism.” 

Remarking that “there is much 
Christianity in the world,” Bishop 
Parsons said that “what is wrong 
is the social order which expresses 
not the spirit of Christ” as it is ex- 
pressed in many welfare enterprises 
and “a social order which puts the 
emphasis upon wealth and power 
and consecrates the sin of avarice.” 

The principal aim of the League, 
which was organized nearly 20 
years ago and embraces many 
prominent Episcopal clergymen as 
members, “is to apply the principles 
of Christ to social and industrial 
life.”

Escort Stevedores to San Fran- 
cisco Docks — Union Juris- 
dictional Dispute.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 25.— 
Mobile groups of longshoremen 
broke through one American Fed- 


eration of Labor teamster union 
picket line and escorted fellow 
workers past others today, amid 
growing tension in their struggle 
for jurisdiction over warehouse- 
men. 

Although leaders reported up- 
ward of 2000 teamsters remained 
away from work shipping activity 
continued with unions favoring the 
Committee for Industrial Organiza- 
tion keeping at work. Dock busi- 
ness slowed further, however. 

A flying wedge of 700 C I O long- 
shoremen pushed through a line of 
teamsters 10 deep to escort two 
stevedore gangs to their jobs. It 
was the first mass physical contact 
between the antagonistic groups 
since the teamsters began their 
“finish fight” Sept. 1, but there 
was no actual fighting. 

Oakland teamsters have been 
picketing the piers since Sept. 8, 
San Francisco teamsters began 
their picketing a week before, try- 
ing to stop shipping and thus starve 
the longshoremen into surrender- 
ing jurisdiction over the warehouse- 
men to the A. F. of L. 

The teamsters pickets left both 
the San Francisco and Oakland 
waterfronts shortly after noon. 
Charles Real, Oakland teamster 
leader, said the lines were with- 
drawn there because they had 
proved the longshoremen would 
pass teamster pickets,

ETHIOPIANS REPORT 
GARRISON WIPED OUT 


Refugees Tell of Slaughter of 
Italian Troops at Makale— 
Rome Denies It. 


(Copyright, 1937, New York Tribune, Inc.) 

LONDON, Sept. 25.—Detaiis of 
the reported slaughter of the Ital- 
jan garrison at Makale were not 
available ni London today. Italian 
sources, while denying the story 
completely, placed the total of their 
nationals in Makale, both military 
and civil, at 200. 

The report that Ethiopian tribes- 
men had killed the garrison and 


the Italian civil population of Ma- 
kale, scene of heavy fighting in 
Italy’s conquest of Ethiopia, was 
carried over the Angelo-Egyptian 
border by Ethiopian refugees, 3000 
of whom have fled across this bor- 
der in recent months. 

The report gives added credence 
to recent accounts that an offer 
had been made by Rome to the 
Emperor Haile Selassie, now resi- 
dent in Barth, to retyrn to Ethi- 
opia in the capacity of viceroy. 
According to the Ethiopian version, 
the offer was refused. 

It is known here that Ethiopian 
tribesmen have been giving con- 
siderable trouble to the Italian army 
of occupation, and that sporadic 
uprisings have occurred and are oc- 
curring with increasing frequency. 
The Italians’ hold on the country 
would be decidedly increased first 
and foremost by League recogni- 
tion of the conauest. and secon- 
darily by the return of Haile Se- 
lassie as a viceroy for the King 
of Italy. This would betoken the 
complete and final surrender of 
Ethiopian authority. 

At the time of the Emperor's 
flight from Addis Ababa, British 
Government agents reported the 
Italians were disappointed as they 
had planned to keep him on the 
throne as a puppet emperor. 


BAR COMMITTEE DEPLORES 
LACK OF INTEREST IN CONTEST 


Only 20 Per Cent of Eligible Teach- 

ers’ Colleges Had Entrants for 
Prizes for Essays on Constitution. 
By the Associated Press. 

KASSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 25.—A 
committee of the American Bar 
Association complained because 
teachers’ colleges showed lack of in- 
terest in a constitutional essay con- 
test. 

Sudents from only 158 of the 800 
eligible schools entered, and the 
bar’s American Citizenship Commit- 
tee reported “much remains to be 
done before the schools will be per- 
forming fully their purpose of mak- 
ing competent self-governing 
Americans. There can be no doubt 
that the Constitution of the United 
States never will be understood by 
the citizens of this country until 
there are teachers prepared to ex- 
plain it.” 

First prize of $400 went to Har- 
vin D. Mulkey, student in the 
South Georgia Teachers’ College 
at Collegeboro, Ga. Other winners 
are: Esther Lencher, Pittsburgh, 
Pa., $300; Margery Corey Maddock, 
Waterloo, Ia., $200, and Lester P. 
Voight, Eau Claire, Wis., $100. The 
contest was limited to students of 
teachers’ colleges and normal 
schools. 


RUTH ROLAND LEFT $1,000,000, 
HALF TO HER HUSBAND 


Other Half Given to Relatives in 
Will of Movie Actress Filed 
in Los Angeles. 

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 25.—Ruth 
Roland, former movie actress, left 
50 per cent of her estate to her 
husband, Ben Bard, producer, and 
the other half to various relatives, 
her will and codicil showed today. 
Miss Roland died Wednesday. 

The estate was valued unoffi 
cially by lawyers at about $1,000, 
000, most of it in real estate. 

Miss Roland’s will, which named 
Bard as executor and trustee with- 
out bond, was drawn up in her 
own handwriting last Aug. 18. 

The will provides that Miss Ro- 
land’s diaries be destroyed but 
that Bard may do whatever he sees 
fit with her autograph books. 

One hundred dollars is left to 
her father, “if living,” and $10 each 
to his two children. Attorney 
Jerome Kann says Roland's 
whereabouts is not known.

ALCATRAZ PRISONER GETS 
TO PLEAD CASE IN COURT 


Says He Was Under Commitment 
to ansane Asylum When Arrested 
on Prison Break Charge.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 25.— 


Manacled to Alcatraz Prison 
guards, H. Karl Hail, who took 
part in a Springfield, (Mo.), Fede- 
ral prison break {n 1934, had his 
day in court today to plead his 
habeas corpus petition. 


Partly paralyzed in arms and 
tongue, Hall spoke with apparent 
difficulty, but answered all ques- 
tions lucidly. 

The contention which won him 
a brief respite from the Govern- 
ment’s prison for incorrigibles, was 
that he was hustled out of West 
Virginia to Kansas City on a 
stretcher to answer the prison 
break charge while still under a 
commitment of insanity at Spen- 
cer, W. Va. 

He told VU. 8. District Judge A. 
F. St. Sure that Judge Albert L. 
Reeves in Kansas City denied him 
the mental examination he asked 
for. He said the United States at- 
torney there told the court he had 
been adjudged insane and had thus 
escaped conviction for trying to 
attack a bank employe with a ham- 
mer, but that he was “malingering” 
and not really insane at all. 

An affidavit was presented by the 
Government from Judge Reeves, 
denying he knew Hall had been 
adjudged insane or that he had

MONKEY TRIAL ECHOES 


IN PENNSYLVANIA CASE 


Teacher Fighting for Job Says 
She Taught Darwin’s Theory 
Was Joke. 


By the Associated Press. 

WAYNESBURG, Pa., Sept. 25.— 
Mrs. Laura Elms Morris’ fight for 
her job as teacher of the one-room 
Baily School will reach the stage 
of final arguments in the Greene 
County Court here Monday. The 
Whiteley Township School Board 
reaffirmed last August their dis- 
missal of Mrs. Morris after some 
of her pupils had testified that she 
taught them “man was a monkey 
until he lost his tail.” Two of the 
boys in her class told the board in 
a three-day public hearing that the 
teacher struck them with boards. 

Mrs. Morris, 43-year-old mother 
of two children, a teacher in the 
little country school house for 11 
years, denied both statements and 
said she had told the children that 
Darwin's theory of evolution was a 
joke. 

Although in these respects the 
case echoes the celebrated Scopes 
“monkey trial” at Dayton, Tenn., 
the school board and her attorney 
have agreed that the theory of 
evolution was not involved in her 
dismissal on charges of incompe- 
tency. Arguments, before Judge 
Challen W. Waychotf, will center 
on Mrs. Morris’ contention that the 
school board violated the Teachers’ 
Tenure Act by failing to furnish 
her with a detailed statement of 
its charges when she was dismissed 
last May. While the board held 
a public hearing in August, Mrs. 
Morris declares the law requires 
that the hearing be held not less 
than 10 or more than 15 days after 
notice is given. 

Mrs. Morris, a member of one of 
Greene County’s oldest families, was 
succeeded to the teaching position 
this fall by her neighbor, Mrs. Mary 
Day Shirk. 

The school board paié Mrs. Mor- 
ris $800 last year for an eight-month 
term. 


BRIEF FILED IN SUPPORT 
OF DR. CAMERON'S ELECTION 


Authorities Cited to Supreme Court 
In Test of School Board 
Bi-Partisan Law. 


A brief of legal authorities and 
arguments for the retention of Dr. 
Solon Cameron as a member of the 
St. Louis Board of Education was 
filed in the Missouri Supreme Court 
yesterday by his attorney, Alroy S. 
Phillips, in the ouster proceedings 
filed by Attorney-General Roy Mc- 
Kittrick last June in another legal 
test of State laws governing politi- 
cal division of board members. The 
hearing has been set for Oct. 13. 

The brief argues for constitution- 
ality of the State laws and contends 
Dr. Cameron was elected legally 
in the St. Louis Municipal election 
last April. The ouster suit was filed 
at the instance of counsel for Rich- 
ard Murphy, a Democrat, who re- 
ceived more votes than Dr. Camer- 
on, a Republican. Dr. Cameron was 
declared elected by the St. Louis 
Election Board, however, under 
State law providing that not more 
than six members of the board of 
12 shall belong to the same political 
party. Otherwise the election re- 
sults would have put more than six 
Democrats on the board.

CHICAGO, Sept. 25.—Disciplinary 
action against some of the partici- 
pants in the September corn 
“squeeze” on the Chicago Board of 
Trade was expected today after 
emergency action by exchange di- 
rectors had abruptly suspended 
trading in that delivery. 

Charges of manipulation may be 


filed, reliable sources said, with the 
penalty, if guilt is proved, either 
suspension or expulsion from the 
exchange. . 

The Board of Directors was in 
session almost all of last night con- 
sidering the tangle and only a few 
hours before trading opened at 
9:30 a. m., was trading in Septem- 
ber corn ordered stopped. 

The order also provided all open 
contracts, there were 8,012,000 
bushels in them, be settled on a 
basis of $1.10% .a bushel. The 
“shorts” have the option of paying 
the price for their unfulfilled con- 
tracts or of delivering corn. They 
have until 1:30 p. m., Monday after- 
noon to signify their intentions in 
writing. 


Disciplinary Action Likely. 

Lending credence to rumors that 
manipulation charges would be 
filed was the statement of Kenneth 
S. Templeton, president of the ex- 
change, explaining the directors 
had no other course than to sus- 
pend trading to prevent or halt 
manipulation under terms of the 
Commodity Exchange Act. 

September corn had fluctuated 
during the last two weeks with 
price swings of as much as eight 
cents a day, the limit allowed by 
regulations. The swings were inter- 
preted variously, but the consensus 
was that it was another skirmish 
between a northwest grain com- 


pany and professional speculators. | 


The grain house had purchased 
contracts calling for delivery of 
corn and the speculators were un- 
able to get the grain because 1936 
grown corn was scarce. 

The grain firm was said to own 
contracts calling for approximately 
6,000,000 bushels of corn wanted for 
current milling operations because 
the newly grown grain was not dry 
enough. 

The “short” interests included a 
Chicago speculator. La Salle street 
reports for days were that the 
Farmers’ National Grain corpora- 
tion may have been on the “short” 
side at one time, although officials 
of Farmers’ National refused to 
confirm or deny this. This com- 
pany issued a statement Thursday 
charging there was manipulation 
in September corn. 

Firm Refuses to Liquidate. 

Officials of the northwest grain 
firm refused to comment on the 
exchange order. Neither would

they confirm reports the Board of 
Trade had ordered them to liqui- 
date 1,000,000 bushels of September 
corn Friday and they had flatly 
refused on the grounds this was 
unduly protecting the “shorts.”

Identity of other “longs” was not 
disclosed and it was generally as- 
sumed they were for the most part 
speculators “riding the coattails” 
of the dominant holder.

Trade sources estimated losses 
of more than $500,000 are faced as 
a result of the suspension of trading 
in September corn. 

The settlement price was the last 
figure at which September corn 
was quoted in Thursday’s trading. 
“Shorts” were reported to have 
made their sales at an average 
price of around $1 a bushel. 

The shortage of corn supplies 
had sent the price of September 
delivery of corn to a premium of 
36% cents over corn on the Octo- 
ber delivery.

New Conservation Director 
Outlines Wild Life Policy 


E. Sydney Stephens Tells Group at C. of C. 
Dinner State Board’s Plans to Protect 
Fish and Game. 


The program by which the new 
State Wild Life Conservation Com- 
mission hopes to improve game and 
fish conditions in Missouri was 
outlined last night by E. Sydney 
Stephens of Columbia, its chair- 
man, at a dinner given by the 
Chamber of. Commerce for the 
commission. 

The meeting at the Missouri 
Athletic Association, was attended 
by other members of the commis- 
sion, A. P. Greensfelder of St. 
Louis, Wilbur C. Buford, former 
State Game and Fish Commis- 
sioner, and John F. Case of Wright 
City, as well as Gov. Stark and a 
group of conservationists from 
other states with whom the com- 
mission had held an all-day confer- 
ence. 

Stephens, who directed the cam- 
paign for the new constitutional 
amendment under which the non- 
political body was established, said 
the visitors had indorsed the ten- 
tative program. They agreed, he 
said, that the program would ful- 
fill the expectations of Missouri 
sportsmen who last November gave 
the amendment the largest vote 
ever cast for an initiative proposal 
in Missouri. 

Outlines 5-Point Program. 

The program he outlined was 
based on five major points: Re- 
search into the causes of disappear- 
ance of wild life, and the best 
means of restoration; propagation 
of game and fish; restoration of 
forest lands; enforcement of game 
laws, and an effort to obtain sup- 
port of the public, and particular- 
ly of the farmer, for the purposes 
of the commission, 

Of these, the first three points 
are self-explanatory, but Stephens 
discussed the last two at some 
length. Stating that proper en- 
forcement of game laws “is a field 
in which there is great opportunity 
in Missouri,” he explained that it 
was the aim of the commission that

the term should mean not merely 
arrests for violations, but a culti- 
vation of a public sentiment against 
violations—‘law observance rather 
than law enforcement.” 

As to the role of the farmer in 
the commission’s program, he 
voiced a desire to “secure the ac- 
tive, co-operative participation of 
the owner and user of the land.” 

Says It’s Up te Individuals. 

“The question of whether wild 
life should be grown on any par- 
ticular farmer’s land,” he said, “de- 
pends primarily upon the farmer 
himself. This administration is not 
going to foist or force any program 
on a land owner. We will consider 
not only his rights, but also his 
wishes, 

“And after the wild life is grown, 
and a surplus exists, the farmer 
still will have the right to say how 
it shall be taken and by whom, if 
indeed it is to be taken at all. We 
shall recognize that each farm 
upon which game is grown becomes 
an important sanctuary from which 
the entire surrounding territory 
draws.” 

Every effort will be made, Steph- 
ens added, to induce the farmer to 
co-operate “freely and enthusias- 
tically” in allowing his land to be 
used for conservation purposes. 
Moreover, he said, the commission 
will hope for the backing. of an 
ardent group of conservationists “in 
every precinct of the State.” 

To Seek Federal Funds. 

To finance its program, he con- 
tinued, the commission will not de- 
pend solely upon revenue from 
hunting and fishing licenses, which 
constitute its only direct source 
of funds, but will try to get the 
help of county courts and road dis- 
tricts, as well as the Federal Gov- 
ernment. A law passed by the 
last Congress, he pointed out, pro- 
vides that a state may receive $1 
of Federal funds for each 25 cents 
it spends for some types of con- 
servation purposes. This would 
give Missouri about $60,000 a year. 

Referring to the fact the com- 
mission has not yet selected a per- 
manent conservation director, the 
officer who will have full executive 


control over the program, = prom- 
ised that “we will find the best man 
available, and then hold him abso- 
lutely responsible for the success 
of the movement.” 

Gov. Stark also spoke, statin ghe 
had been gratified by the degree of 
public interest in the new commis- 
sion, and the eagerness for success 
of its program. 


“This spirit must be encouraged 
and developed,” he said, “for with- 
out public sentiment behind it, no 
law can be effective. This is es- 
pecially true of any law affecting 
the conservation of natural re- 
sources. 

Cites Frequent Abuses. 

“Where these resources have 
been considered common property, 
as they have been in Missouri for 
many years, they are frequently 
misused and abused. There are, I 
am sorry to say, some who resent 
any control or regulation of our 
streams and forests, and who con- 
sider it smart to outwit or defy 
those appointed to enforce the reg- 
ulatory laws. 


“The cure for this is not more 
laws, or stricter laws, but an 
aroused public sentiment behind 
the law-enforcing machinery. Make 
it unpopular to violate the game 
and fish laws, and you go a long 
way toward making those laws 
self-enforcing.” 

About 120 persons, including 
leaders of the campaign for the 
amendment in various parts of the 
State, attended the dinner. Thom- 
as N. Dysart, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, presided.

SHIVA TEMPLE TODAY 


Small Animals Found There 
Are Prepared for Trip From 
Canyon Plateau. 


By the Associated Press. 

GRAND CANYON, Ari®., Sept. 
25.—Laden with a collection of small 
animal specimens, Dr. Harold E. 
Anthony, mammalogy curator of 
the American Museum of Natural 
History, prepared tonight to de- 
scend from Shiva Temple, lofty 
plateau in the Grand Canyon. 

During his nine-day stay—about 


half of which has been alone—Dr. 
Anthony has collected rats, mice, 
chipmunks, rabbits, squirrels and 
other small mammals, all of which 
he said appeared “pale.” 

Some idea of the scientific sig- 
nificance of these specimens may 
be determined when he descends 
with his collection tomorrow. The 
animals, he believes, have been iso- 
lated from the mainland by cli- 
matic conditions for centuries. The 
really important biological. ques- 
tions, Dr. Anthony has said, may 
take months to work out. 

While atop Shiva Temple, Dr. 
Anthony reported seeing mosquitos 
and ants half an inch long and 
dragon flies and finding archeolog- 
ical remains which indicated that 
Indiang once hunted game there. 
Among the archeological findings 
were stone knives and _ scrapers, 
and crude ovens in which yams ap- 
parently had been baked. 

Walter A. Wood Jr., of the Amer- 
iéan Geographical Society, who 
descended from Wotan’s throne to- 
day, said he would advise Dr.. An- 
thony against attempting the per- 
ilous climb, Wotan’s throne is an- 
other plateau 10 miles from Shiva 
Temple. 

Wood said the “steepest and most 
treacherous sections of Shiva Tem- 
ple’s flanks do not compare with 
the easiest of Wotan’s Throne.” 

“We were on top of Wotan’s 
Throne only two hours,” he said.

AS MONEY SMUGGLER 


Milwaukee Man Gets 10-Month 
Term — Companion’s 
Sentence Suspended. 


By the Associated Press. 
GDYNIA, Poland, Sept. 25.—Wal- 


ter Wilewski of Milwaukee was sen- | 


tenced to 10 months in jail and 
fined 9000 zlotys (about $1650) to- 
day after being convicted of at- 
tempting to smuggle money out o: 
Poland. 

John Glowacki of Lawrence, 
Mass., Milewski’s companion, was 
sentenced to six months, but his 
sentence was suspended. 

Sixty thousand zlotys (about $11,- 
400) that Milewski was charged 
with trying to smuggle out of the 
country was confiscated by the 
court. 

Customs police last July stopped 
Milewski’s yacht near Gdynia and 
seized the money. They asserted he 
was trying to take his money to the 
United States. ‘ 

He testified at his trial, however, 
that he and Glowacki were merely 
out for a short sailing trip, and 
were about to return to Gdynia 
when stopped by customs officers. 
The court refused to allow this 
plea. 

Milewski explained the money 
represented preceeds from a Polish 
inheritance and that he carried the 
money because, being a foreigner, 
he was afraid that if he deposited 
it in a bank, he would have diffi- 
culty withdrawing it. 

United States Ambassador An- 
thony Joseph Drexel Jr., calling at 
the Foreign Office, insisted that an 
appeal be allowed soon in the cases, 
as both Milewski and Glowacki 
were broken in health from _ the 
strain they had suffered since their 
arrest. 

The American Consul was repre- 
gented at the trial.

Father Arrested — Child Says 
She Had Been in Shackles 
for Three Days. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 25.—A 12-year- 
old girl whose ankles were tied with 
a chain fastened to the wall of a 
dark coal bin in the basement of a 
West Side home was found tonight 
by police after neighbors reported 
hearing the child’s almost continu- 
ous crying. 

Sergt. Herbert Demke said the 
girl, Gloria Repple, was shackled 
with a heavy “dog chain” which 
passed through an eye-hook 
screwed in the wall and was held 
fast by two locks, one at each 
ankle, 

The parents of the child were 
not at home, Sergt. Demke said, 
so he ripped the hook out of the 
wall, carried the girl to a squad car 
and took her to a police station, 
the chains still dangling from her 
legs. A detail was ordered to hunt 
her mother and father. 

The officer said the girl, her 
flimsy cotton dress stained and 
streaked with dirt, sobbingly told 
him her father, Henry Repple, a 
sheet metal worker, and her 18- 
year-old brother chained her to 
punish her for running away from 
home, Sergt. Demke quoted her 
as saying she had been in chains 
during the daytime for the last 
three days, but had been taken to 
her own bedroom at night, and 
that three of her brothers—there 
are 10 children in the family—had 
been chained in the basement at 
various times for misdeeds. 

While the child, still chained, sat 


and father walked in and asked if 
they were being sought. Lieut. 
William Lang ordered them to give 
him the keys to the locks. He said 
Mrs. Repple handed him a bunch 
of keys and designated the ones to 
use. 

“T hated to do it,” Lieut. Lang 
quoted Repple saying, “but she will 
not mind or behave. I didn’t put 
the chains on her this time. My 
oldest boy, Henry Jr., did.” 

Police permitted the mother to 
take the child home with her, but 
booked Repple on charges of being 
cruel to children. Unable to post 
a $100 cash bond, he was lodged in 
jail. Lieut. Lang said he would be 
arraigned Monday in Domestic Re- 
lations Court.

70 St. Louis Business Men 
Organize Farmers’ Club 


Members Who Own From 10 to 6000 Acres 
Meet at Monthly Luncheons to Hear 
Professional Agriculturists. 


More than 70 St. Louis business 
men who own farms ranging from 
10 to 6000 acres in size and for 
whom farming is an avocation 


have formed the St. Louis Farm- 
ers’ Club for the purpose of ex- 
changing agricultura] information 
and keeping abreast of farm de- 
velopments. 

The members are all serious 
about their farming intentions and 
none of them is a mere “check- 
book farmer.” They meet once a 
month at luncheon at a downtown 
hotel. Conversation about stocks, 
bonds, banking, insurance or mer- 
chandising is cut to a minimum 
and the talk revolves around corn 
planting, the new types of plows, 
what to do about encephalitis in 
cattle, or Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace’s latest pronouncement. 

The meetings are usually ad- 
dressed by some professional agri- 
culturist and after the speech there 
is an open forum. At the last meet- 
ing, two weeks ago, Dr. G. F. 
Sprague, associate agronomist with 
the Department of Agriculture as- 
signed to Missouri University, 
spoke on hybrid corn. 

Size of the Farms. 

A preliminary survey made to de- 
termine the size and location of 
the members’ farms shows that the 
smallest is one of 10% acres on 
Weber Hill road in St. Louis County 
owned by Vertrees Young, vice- 
president of a paper box manufac- 
turing company, and the largest 
one of 6250 acres in Washington 
County owned by A. L. Shapleigh, 
chairman of the board of the Shap- 
leigh Hardware Co. 

Some of the places where the 
members have acreage are Wentz- 


ville, Chesterfield, Canton, Kimms- 
wick, Eureka, Florissant, Gray 
Summit and Winfield and at Pana 
and in Pike County, Illinois. A few 
are in Callaway County and sev- 
eral around Clarksville in Pike 
County, Missouri. One member has 
a farm in Maryland and another 
farm land in Kansas and Michigan. 

Among the members are Sam 
Breadon, president of the Card- 
inals, who has several hundred 
acres near Kimmswick, Mo.; former 
Mayor F. H. Kreismann, 250 acres 
near Clarksville; Dr. George  B. 
Winter, former president of the 
American Dental .Association, 120 
acres at Chesterfield; former United 
States Senator George H. Wil- 
liams, 1000 acres in St. Charles 
County; and John G. Lonsdale, 
chairman of the Board of the Boat- 
men’s National Bank, 80 acres near 
Sappington.

As a crowd estimated by the 
Management at 16,000 waited 
anxiously but patiently, the placing 
judges studied the official photo- 
graph of the finish of the fifth race’* 
without being able to reach a ver- 
dict. There was a further delay as 
they requested a second print from 
Photographer Jack Thomas and 
then the red figures of No. 1 and 
No. 3 were hung on the mutuel 
board signifying a tie. Little Drift 
was third, four lengths back. 

In the $1000 race, Professor Paul 
scored his second straight victory 
by coming from far back in cus- 
tomary fashion and winning over 
Bunny Martin by a length, eased 
up. The crowd recognized him as 
a standout and supported him 
heavily at even money in the mu- 
tuels. 

Irene’s Bob Sets Pace. 

The fifth was by far the most 
interesting event of the day. For 
more than half the distance in the 
five-and-one-half-furlong race, 
Irene’s Bob set a dizzy pace. Still, 
Jockey Martinez couldn’t put much 
daylight between his mount, the 
favorite, and Maiden Dream. Biog- 
raphy, meanwhile, was no better 
than fifth. 

At the stretch turn, Maiden 
Dream caught the favorite and ap- 
peared ready to draw away, when 
suddenly, on the inside, Bobby Mor- 
ris shot Biography to the front. The 
two engaged in a duel that brought 
a great roar from thé crowd, Maid- 
en Dream holding a head advantage 
at one stage, 70 yards from home. It 
appeared that Hernandez’ horse 
had surely caught Maiden Dream 
at the finish but the photo cléarly 
proved them even up, to the whisk- 
er. 

Under the mutuel system, all the 
money in the “win” pool was di- 
vided into two equal parts and then 
each half was sub-divided into the 
number of $2 shares sold on each 
horse, Maiden Dream and Biogra- 
phy. The resulting pay-off was: 
Maiden Dream, $6.80 to win, $5.80 to 
place, $4.40 to show; Biography, 
$6.60 to win, $5.80 to place and $4.40 
to show. 

This was the first dead heat for 
first place in the 12-year history of 
Fairmount. The only previous dead 
heat decision here was recorded last 
Wednesday when Secured and In- 
cognito tied for second money. 


Norman “Butsy” Hernandez, own- 
er of Biography, stormed about 
the judges’ stand when the dead . 
heat was anuounced. He was dead 
sure his horse had won the race, 
and he tried to tell all 16,000 spec- 
tators about it. His luck was all 
bad. A blanket was to be present- 
ed to the owner of the winning 
horse and when it became a ques- 
tion of finding two blankets or 
cutting the prize in half, Hernan- 
dez suggested to L. B. Maxwell, 
owner of Maiden Dream, that they 
toss a coin for the prize. “Butsy” 
lost the toss and then he was still 
hotter. 

It was a foregone conclusion that 
Professor Paul would gallop to vic- 
tory in his mile-and-seventy-yard 
race against Woodlander, Bunny 
Martin, Short Skirt, Playdema and 
Big Mum. The bettors made the 
Professor an even money favorite 
and he raced like a sure thing. 
Short Skirt and then Playdema 
tried to run off and hide from 
the slow-starting Professor, but he 
came from second last to first in 
the last half mile to win by a 
length, eased up. Bunny Martia 
was second best and Woodlander 
third. Professor Paul’s time for the 
mile and seventy was 1:47 4-5. 


Duel in Opener. 


The opening race was largely a 
duel between Sun Dora, ridden by 
Johnson, and Favorite Child. Al- 
though she was running next to the 
rail, where the footing was heaviest, 
Sun Dora shook off her challenger 
after half a mile and then had 
enough left to outlast Wax, the fa- 
vorite, which came fast in the 
stretch.

BUCKEYES GET 

ONE TOUCHDOWN 
AFTER PASS IS 
RULED COMPLETE 


Break Comes in First 
Period — Other Scores 
Made in Third Quarter 
on Line Plays.

COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 25.—A big, 
belligerent Ohio State football team 


made two touchdown thrusts 
through the rain today to defeat 
Texas Christian U., 14 to 0, and 
end the “Horned Frogs’” record of 
never having lost an opening or in- 
tersectional grid contest. 

The game, the first for each team 
this season, was played in a digpch- 
ing downpour which upset the 
plans of both squads for a wide- 
open offense, and was witnessed 
by 68,291 persons, the second larg- 
est inaugural attendance in Buck- 
eye history. 

Despite Ohio State’s victory, a 
150-pound Texas Christian Junior, 
Dave O’Brien, filling the shoes left 
vacant by the Frogs’ former hero, 
“Slinging Sam” Baugh, stood head 
and shoulders above the rest of the 
players. 

O’Brien Succeeds Baugh. 

Given a bit of help by his mates, 
O’Brien easily could have swung 
the tide of battle, and he looms as 
a worthy successor to Baugh, rated 
as the best forward passer the 
Southwest ever saw. 

O’Brien completed only six of 23 
passes, but despite the slippery con- 
dition of the ball his heaves were 
generally at the right spot. 

The Texas Christian attack, built 
around the running and passing of 
O’Brien, junior from Dallas, was 
ruined by the rain, the first the 
Texans had seen in more than six 
weeks. 

Unable to gain against the heavy 


Ohio forward wall, the Frogs were |. 


forced to the airlanes and the ball 
proved too slippery and elusive for 
much success there. 

Ohio, hawever, made one of its 
touchdowns by the air route. The 
Bucks, showing a complete reversal 
of the attack generally associated 
with Coach Francis A. Schmidt's 
teams, tossed but four passes, com- 
p.eting two of them for a total 
gain of 47 yards, one more than the 
Horned Frogs’ six completions 
netted. 

’ $8-Yard Touchdown Run. 

Included in the 47 yards was a 
38-yard touchdown jaunt in the 
third period, made when halfback 
Mike Kabealo pulled a surprise and 
tossed to substitute Halfback Jim 
Miller, who romped over the goal 
line without a hand being laid on 
him. 

Aided by a pass interference pen- 
ality in the first period, which gave 
them the ball on the 25-yard mark, 
the Buckeyes turned on the power 
for their first touchdown. Full- 
back Johnny Rabb plunged over 
from the three-yard mark, after he 
and Nick Wasylik, haifback, had 
placed the bali there with two neat 
plays. 

Aithough the statistics chart 
showed each team with six first 
downs, the Ohioans boasted a big 
edge in yardage gained. The Bucks 
had a net of 120 yards from rush- 
ing to 44 for the visitors.

GITIES UP 12 PLT. 


Total Value of All Classes 
of Construction in Au- 
gust, 6 Pct. Higher Than 
in Preceding Month. 


All types of building construc- 
tion activity advanced in August, 
Secretary of Labor Frances Perkins 
announced yesterday. “Reports re- 
ceived by the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics from 1456 cities with a popu- 
lation of 2500 or more, indicate that 
the value of new non-residential 
construction for which permits 


were issued during the month was 
12 per cent above the July level,” 
she said, “Smalleer increases are in- 
dicated in permits issued for new 
residential construction and for ad- 
ditions, alterations, and repairs to 
existing structures. The total value 
of all classes of construction for 
which permits were issued in Au- 
gust was 6 per cent higher than in 
the month preceding. 

“Compared with the same month 
of last year, the total value of 
building permits issued in August 
shows a decrease of 4 per cent. 
This decline was due entirely to a 
reduction of 23 per cent in the val- 
ue of new residential construction, 
as an increase of 25 per cent is in- 
dicated in expenditures for new 
non-residential construction, and a 
gain of 3 per cent in the value of 
permits for additions, alterations, 
and repairs.

Chamber of Commerce Re- 
port Also Shows 38 Com- 
panies Expanded Floor 
Space of Plants. 


During June, July and August 
eight new industries and 38 ex- 
pansions of established enterprises 
were reported in the St. Louis in- 
dustrial district, according to the 
Industrial Bureau of the Chamber 
of Commerce.

August, 1936, however, contracts 
were awarded for P W A low-cost 
housing projects valued at more 
than $18,900,000. Private residential 
construction, which would not in- 
clude P W A housing projects, was 
6 per cent greater in August, 1937, 
than in August, 1936. 

“For the first eight months of 
1937, the aggregate value of all 
classes of building construction for 
which permits were issued in these 
cities having a population of 2500 
or over which reported to the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics, amounted 
to $1,142,359,000, an increase of 15 
per cent over the corresponding 
period of 1936. All types of con- 
struction registered gains, compar- 
ing the first eight months of the 
current year with the correspond- 
ing period of the past year. The 
increase in residential construction 
amounted to 16 per cent. During 
the first eight monthg of 19837, 
dwelling units were provided in 
these cities for 127,339 families, an 
increase of 16 per cent over the 
first eight months of 1936.” 

The data collected by the Bureau 


| of Labor Statistics show, in addition 


to private construction, the num- 
ber and value of buildings for 
which contracts were awarded by 
Federal and State Governments in 
the cities included in the report. 
For August, 1937, the value of these 
public buildings amounted to §$8,- 
589,000; for July, 1937, to $8,023,000; 
and for August, 1936, to $31,785,000.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—Dr. 
Ernest M. Kisher of the Federal 
Housing Administration advised

slum congestion. He spoke to a 
conference of state and local offi- 
Ccials. 

Since 1919, he said, England has 
repaired and improved more than 
7,000,000 dwellings, wile erecting 
some 1,200,000 new ones. He said 
it might be well for the United 
States to profit from England's ex- 
ample in carrying out its $526,000,- 
000 slum-clearance program, 

Dr. Fisher, director of F H A eco- 
nomics and statistics, said the F H 
A had demonstrated at Chicopee 
Falls, Mass., that it was possible 
to rehabilitate a run-down property 
and rent it at $4 a room a month. 
He said he was informed that such 
a project, as well as new construc- 
tion, wag eligible for loans and sub- 
sidies under the Wagner-Steagall 
Act. 

Bleecker Marquette, secretary of 
the Cincinnati Metropolitan Author- 
ity, declared local housing agencies 
were “not doing their full duty” un- 
less they undertook to forestall the 
creation of new slums.

SURVEY REVEALS LOCAL 


BUILDING ACTIVITY 


Private Construction in St. 
Louis Area in Eight Months 
of 1937 $27,607,400. 


Expenditures for private con- 
struction work in St. Louis and 
East St. Louis during the first 
eight months of the year ran ahead 
of those for public building, with 
a margin of $17,079,900, according 
to a survey made by C. S. Bennett, 
manager of the Dodge Corpora- 
tion’s office in St. Louis, 

“The value of private contfacts 
on August 31 had reached a total 
of $27,607,400, a gain of 47 per cent 
over the corresponding 1936 total 
of $18,842,900. The public construc- 
tion contracts had dropped sharp- 
ly from the 1936 eight-months’ to- 
tal, $12,030,800, to $10,527,500 on 
August 31.” 

Continues as follows: 

“Public expenditures in the 37 
eastern states, during the same pe- 
riod, dropped to establish an aver- 
age decrease of 16 per cent. 

“Residential contracts awarded 
during the eight months in the St. 
Louis-East St. Louis metropolitan 
area, including the Illinoig counties 
of St. Clair and Madison, moved 16 
per cent over the awards during 
those months of 1936. Contracts 
awarded here during August 
amounted to $1,708,800 and that 
brought the current total for the 
year to $15,969,000. The corre- 
sponding total for 1936 was §13,- 
754,600, of which contracts for §1,- 
481,500 were awarded in August. 

“The 37 states’ average gain of 


23 per cent in non-residential activ- 


ity during the eight-months’ period 
wag exceeded here with a gain of 
86 per cent. During the eight- 
months’ period, contracts in this 
classification amounted to $11,281,- 
700, substantially more than in 
1936, when the August 31 total was 
$8,321,600. 

Bennett concludes with a group- 
ing of all private and all public 
contracts awarded during the Jan- 
uary-August period. Total con- 
struction gained 20 per cent here 
while the eastern states averaged 
a gain of 16 per cent. At the close 
of August, all construction in St. 
Louis and East St. Louis amounted 
to $37,134,900, which compares very 
favorably with $30,873,700, last 
year’s August 81 total.

seemed only an expensive orna- 
ment on a jeweled shoulder strap 
or an ermine collar. He starts as- 
sembling the bouquet the day be- 
fore the ball when he cuts only 
select blooms. These he puts in 
test tubes filled with water after 
which he carefully packs them in 
boxes cushioned with finely cut tis- 
sue paper. They are then taken 
to the florist and placed in a re- 
frigerator at a temperature of 50 
to 55 degrees, where they are al- 
lowed to take their full capacity of 
moisture. They remain in water 
until they become rigid, and the 
afternoon of the ball are made in- 
to the bouquet. 


Story of the Orchids. 


“The most common orchid seen 
at the ball,” said Mr. Pring, “is 
the large mauve Cattleya type, an 
orchid sent from Brazil in 1800 to 
Mr. Cattley of England. When it 
flowered it was sent for determina- 
tion to Dr. Lindley, a famous bot- 
anist of that period, who named the 
flower for Mr. Cattley. This orchid, 
Known as the orchid of the gen- 
eral public, will last on the plant 
for three weeks.” 

“As one looks over the pictures 
of the bouquets carried by the 
Veiled Prophet Queens of past 
years the Cattleya orchid types are 
frequently seen because we had not 
introduced spray orchids. In select- 
ing flowers for this bouquet we are 
governed by orchids that flower at 
this particular time of the year, the 
countries from which they come 
and the elevation at which they 
grow. Orchids grow as high as 
8000 to 10,000 feet above sea level 
and those found at such an eleva- 
tion cannot grow here. Last sum- 
mer orchids brought from these 
high sea levels scorched under the 
extreme heat. Contrary to opinion, 
these flowers that are thought to 
be tropical do not like the heat, and 
thrive best in an even temperature 
of about 70 degrees. They are also 
thought of as parasites, when as a 
matter of fact, they are epiphytes, 
for they do not derive nourishment 
from the tree, but only use its bark 
for support. Their food is obtained 
from the moisture in the atmos- 
phere.” 


Tricked by a Name. 


When the Queen’s bouquet is seen 
against her gleaming white corona- 
tion gown, little thought is given 
to the hardships and dangers in- 
volved in collecting the plants that 
produce the mass of fragile blos- 
soms. Mr. Pring has had interest- 
ing and unusual experiences look- 
ing for new orchids for St. Louis 
in the jungles. It was while on 
such a quest in South America that 
at the urgent request of his Indian 
guide, his party spent the best part 
of a day looking for a new orchid 
that the natives called “the breath 
of angels.” Finally a clump of the 
little fragrant green flowefs was 
found in a small tree, but Mr. Pring 
discovered that the natives had 
lead him to the Epidendrum Fra- 
grans, an orchid that had been 
in his St. Louis collection for years. 
He said that while many orchids 
bore the proper names of persons 
for whom they were called, the na- 
tives sought to find some external! 
likeness of objects in the flowers. 
They name a small white blossom 
the dove orchid because they see 
a minute dove in the center; they 
detect the figure of a little girl 
in the dancing girl's orchid; they 
name another, because of its shape,

ficiently the natives chopped down 
trees and made crates in which to 
transport them. These crates, four 
feet long, three feet wide and three 
feet deep, with perfect aeration, 
held 150 plants each. They were 
packed high above the level of the 
box and while four or five men 
stood on the top the lid was nailed 
down. The purpose is to keep the 
plants perfectly dry for their long 
journey for if the least bit of mois- 
ture seeps in the whole box is lost. 


The crates were then strapped on 
burros and taken to one of the 
tributaries of the Magdalena river. 
At this point the men made rafts 
of bamboo on which they loaded 
the crates. With three men operat- 
ing each raft the crates were tak- 
en to Giradot, the uppermost nav- 
igable port of the Magdalena, where 
they were removed to a coffee 
warehouse to receive United States 
Government permits. They were 
labeled and again taken by burros 
to a freight boat which took them 
to a steamer bound for New Or- 
leans. They reached St. Louis eight 
weeks after they left the jungle. 
When the orchid plants were 
packed each crate weighed 250 
pounds but when they reached St. 
Louis, the plants had lost so much 
moisture that each container 
weighted only 125 pounds, 


Caring for the Plants. 


On their difficult trip from the 
jungle to St. Louis the orchid plants 
had very little light and no mois- 
ture for two months, leaving the 
leaves and psuedo-bulbs shriveled 
to their limit and their vitality at 
its lowest. They were placed in 
steam tunnels in a subdued light 
and given no water for three or 
four days.

From this collection only one-half 
of 1 per cent was lost. When Mr. 
Pring went to the garden in 1906 
the orchid collection consisted of 
300 plants. Today it numbers 25,- 
000, and is one of the notable pub- 
lic collections in the world.

Bouquet Put on Display. 


After the Queen has displayed 
her bouquet at. the ball it is re- 
placed by a sheaf of roses which she 
carries to the Queen’s supper party. 
The orchid bouquet is then taken to 
Shaw’s Garden where it is on exhi- 
bition to the public the next day 
from 9 o'clock in the morning until

The two current night clubs 


of note are Mona’s barrel house and Finocchio’s, and the hurrah and 
revelry of these resorts is beyond all recording in these chaste 


columns. It’s something! 

The town’s restaurants, long cele- 
brated in song and legend, from 
Monday lunch at the Mark Hop- 
kins, which is a sort of Colony pa- 
rade of new bonnets and summer 
furs, to late supper at John’s Ren- 
dezvous, the most distinguished of 
gourmets taverns, are jammed 
twice a day with the populace of 
the best dressed and best mannered 
city in the land. 

John’s, which shouldn't be con- 
fused with Jack’s, which also is a 
pleasant ordinary on the Bohemian 
order, is a remarkable establish- 
ment, boasting the finest cellars on 
the Pacific Coast and a surviving 
bin of Bollinger ’26 and another of 
Cliquot ’20, in the English cuvees, 
neither of which, so far as we know, 
is readily available in New York.

Ride -'em- Cowboy 
Films Click at 
Box Office.

HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 25. 

N this day of million-dollar pic 
| tures, even the bigger studios are 

taking out “insurance” on their 
annual celluloid crop in the form 
of “westerns.” 

The ride-’em-cowboy school of 
drama is insurance in a very real 
sense. A _ million-dollar special 
may have all the class money can 
buy but it has to gross considerably 
more than a million to keep its pro- 
ducer’s job long. When they make 
a “western,” they know they’ll get 
back whatever it cost—and a good 
deal more to apply on _ possible 
losses from more pretentious films, 

Darryl Zanmuck’s search for an 
unknown to boost into western 
stardom is indicative of the major 
studio trend. Zanuck wanted Gene 
Autrey, tied up at little Republic, 
but couldn’t get him. Autrey is no 
star in Hollywood, but he is a pet 
of the exhibitors, especially in 
small towns. Those victims of 
Hollywood grandeur know that the 
only way to make money on some 
of Hollywood’s “colossals” is to play 
them with an Autrey—or a Buck 
Jones, a Bill Boyd, a Tim McCoy, 
a Tex Ritter, a John Wayne, a Dick 
Foran. 

Even Metro, too smug to admit 
it, is going in for “westerns,” is 
reaching into the open spaces. 
“Big outdoor romances,” they call 
it. “Big, with lots of money in ’em.” 
A newcomer named Denis O’Keefe 
is their answer. He'll play in @ 
special called “Bad Men of Brime 
stone” with Wallace Beery, then 
Peter B. Kyne’s “Jim the Cone 
queror,” and he may get Conrad 
Richter’s “Sea of Grass.” 

Studios spend about $30,000,000 
on hell-for-leather cowboy »>ictures, 
exclusive of the so-called “super 
westerns,” and several thousand 
persons make their living almost 
exclusively by working in and on 
these thrillers. The annual payroll 
of riders and stunt men alone runs 
above a million, while horses earn 
a quarter of that amount. 

—0-0-— 

EX-COWBOYS and rodeo per 
formers and old-time movie weste 
erners receive $11.25 a day while 
working and many average around 
$1500 a year. There are 800 ordie 
nary riding horses, earning their 
Owners about $250 a year each, 
while trained horses bring more. 

The people who make money 
from “western” productions are not 
confined to Hollywood. At Kerne- 
ville, location where about a third 
of the westerns are made, the town 
has built a western-street set, for 
rent to any troupe.- And many of 
the riders live there, or at ‘Big 
Bear or Lone Pine. 

Charles Barton, making a name 
for his “westerns,” sums up their 
popularity thus: 

“Everyone likes a good fight, 
Most people like to see a good horse 
run. The romantic ideal of a dashe 
ing hero and a damsel in distress 
is as old as the human race. In 
‘hoss opera’ you have all the ele- 
ments.”

he kept those 65 city farmers on 
the edge of their chairs from 12:15 
until 2:05, by the clock. Not a 
man left the room, and most of 
them stayed on for discussion that 
lasted another 25 minutes. 

Cards on the tables, labeling 
them, “Dairying,” “Fruits,” “Vege- 
tables,” “Livestock,” “Grain,” sug- 
gested that those present seat them- 
selves according to their chief in- 
terests. For the most part they 
complied. 

To get into the charmed circle 
you have to show that you own 
or operate a farm, although if you 
are a milk administrator, or have 
the equivalent of a Ph. D. in agrone

VERYONE talks about vegeta- 
E bles—their food value, vitamins, 

palatability, and economy. But 
all that’s ever done about them is 
to cream them and fry them and 
butter them, two mealsa day, seven 
days a week. And we wonder why 
the family gazes boredly from spin- 
ach to carrots to beans, and then 
demands another helping of steak. 
“T can’t make Johnny eat his vege- 
tables, and Johnny's papa is just 
as bad” is practically a national 
complaint. And national complaints, 
be they ever so muted in tone, de- 
mand investigation. 

If something is wrong with our 
attitude toward vegetables, that 
wrong must be righted. In France, 
the vegetable is considered so im- 
portant that it is served as a sep- 
arate course. In Italy, Bavaria, 
Sweden and Japan, the vegetable 
is accorded supreme respect. In 
England, where the selection of 
fresh vegetables is small, the meth- 
od of serving is varied. Only in 
America, where there is, perhaps, 
a greater variety of fresh green 
vegetables obtainable the year 
round than anywhere else in the 
world, do we treat the vegetable as 
a necessary evil. We explain them 
and urge them and apologize for 
them, until their delightful quali- 
ties are submerged in expediency. 

“You ought to eat more vege- 
tables,” says mother. “They're so 
good for you.” Now isn’t that a nice 
compelling appeal. Or “You ought 
to eat more vegetables,” says the 
wife. “They are so good for my 
budget.” The sales appeal that 
has! Or has it? 

But how about a real gastronom- 
ic appeal, such as “We've molded 
crabmeat tonight,” or “Do have an- 
other slice of chicken mousse,” or 
“We've pecan torte for dessert.” 
Nothing here to suggest carrots or 
beets or beans, is there? Of course 
not. Anticipation has taken place 
of antagonism. 


SHRIMP AND CARROT LOAF 


One cup chopped, cooked shrimp. 

One cup grated carrot. 

One and one-half tablespoons but- 
ter, melted. 

Three tablespoons cracker meal. 

Two tablespoons chili sauce. 

One-fourth teaspoon grated onion: 

One-third cup heavy cream. 

One egg. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

Combine the shrimp, grated car- 
rot, butter, cracker meal, chili 
sauce and onion. Mix cream, egg 
and seasonings; add to shrimp mix- 
ture and beat well. Turn into a 
greased loaf pan, dot with addi- 
tional butter and bake in moderate 
oven (350 degrees Fahrenheit) 30 
minutes. Approximate yield: Six 
portions. 

Serve this hot with mushroom or 
oyster sauce (if the latter, use one 
can of oyster soup, thickened with 
butter and flour, and highly s6ea- 
soned with dry mustard, Worcester- 
shire sauce and sherry wine) or 
serve cold with horseradish mayon- 
naise. 

Horseradish mayonnaise, by the 
way, is susceptible to a number of 
variations.

Two tablespoons gelatin. 

One cup chicken broth, 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper.

One-half teaspoon scraped onion. 

One-half green pepper, minced. 

One small avocado. 

Threg olives, sliced. 

Three tablespoons lemon juice.

Soften gelatin in one-fourth cup 
chicken broth. Heat remaining 
broth to boiling; add to gelatin and 
stir until dissolved.

Ap- 
proximate yield, six portions. 

Garnish this shimmering delight 
with a wreath of tiny crabapples 
and carrots made of yellow pack- 
age cheese.

For 
the carrots, shape into small point- 
ed rolls, and place a sprig of pars- 
ley in the blunt end.

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper.

Turn into greased loaf pan and bake 
in moderate oven (375 degrees) 45 
minutes. Serve hot. Approximate 
yield, six portions. 


BEEF AND BEET LOAF 

Four boiled beets. 

Two small onions, 

One green pepper. 

One pound ground beef. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon pepper. 

Three tablespoons fine dry bread 
crumbs. 

One-fourth cup milk. 

One-fourth cup butter, melted, 

Three tablespoons chilli sauce. 

One egg. 

Grind beets, one onion and green 
pepper. Add remaining ingredients, 
mixing well. Turn into greased 
loaf pan (8x4x2 inches), dot with 
butter and remaining onion, sliced. 
Bake in moderate oven (375 de- 
grees) one hour. Serve with toma- 
to sauce.

SWEETBREAD TIMBALES 

One pair sweetbreads. 

One cup cooked, chopped wax 
beans. 

One-fourth cup fine, dry bread 
crumbs.

One-half cup heavy cream.

Unmold and serve with cheese 
sauce or mushroom sauce. Approx- 
imate yield, six portions.

TILL blooming on the rocky hills 
Sor the Ozarks is the interesting 

little sensitive briar, Schrankia 
Uncinata, with so many attributes 
of an animal that its antics make 
one wonder to which kingdom it 
really belongs. It will fold up its 
leaves at a touch, droop all over if 
a lighted match is held even for 
an instant to any one of its 
branches, but will become oblivious 
to any sensation, if given chloro- 
form or ether. With pretty tufts 
of small pink blooms it makes a 
good plant for the rock garden. 


The related sensitive plant of 
Brazil (Mimosa pudica) is common- 
ly grown in pots and under glass 
because of its curious irritability. 
Like it, our sensitive briar has 
pinnate leaves with fern-like leaf- 
lets in opposite pairs all along the 
leaf stem. This plant is as stand- 
offish as a Chow pup. “Keep your 
distance and I'll keep my spread,” 
seems to be its warning. When 
touched each leaflet folds up with 
its opposite companion like hands 
brought together in supplication. 
When very lightly touched only a 
few pairs of leaflets are affected, 
but if rudely brushed, their abject 
cringing spreads from one pair of 
leaflets to the next down the stem 
until all are folded as if to shrink 
out of sight, suggesting another of 
its common names, the humble 
plant,

LIKE MANY temperamental! ani- 
mals whose curiosity soon brings 
them out of hiding, these plants 
hold their withered appearance for 
only a short time. When all is quiet 
again the leaflets twist slowly at 
their bases and cautiously expand 
to see what it was all about. Cut- 
ting around the roots causes simi- 
lar panic so that before you can 
get it out of the ground in trans- 
planting every leaflet will be folded 
‘up and the plant will take on such 
a dejected appearance as to seem 
hopeless of reviving. But again 
the plant is playing possum, for by 
the time it is safely tucked into a 
basket in the car the leaves begin 
to unfold, Though starting the car 
will cause them to close again, they 
begin to open while rolling over a 
smooth surface, but shrink and 
droop at each bump. As one shock 
follows another the plant's periods 
of fear or sulkiness become briefer 
and briefer, just as an animal gets 
used to anything. By the time the 
city is reached it will be enured to 
road shock.

THE SENSITIVE BRIAR is a 
true native of the Ozarks, not found 
wild in St. Louis or Franklin coun- 
ties, though appearing on a few 
Jefferson County hills. All around 
the Lake of the Ozarks it is plenti- 
ful while north of the Missouri 
River it’ is almost unknown except 
perhaps on a few hills where the 
soil is somewhat acid. It dislikes 
lime and will often be found asso- 
ciated with our native low blueber- 
ries, which like an acid footing. 


In the rock garden the sensitive 
briar will bloom intermittently 
from the first of July until the mid- 
dle of October, its flower heads 
isuggesting a very delicate clover.

|with a spread of three or four feet, 
| flowering stems a foot or 18 inches 
high. Before it comes into bloom 
it will be inconspicuous among the 
spring bulbs and early flowers of 
the roek garden. <An herbaceous 
perennial, its stems die back each 
year to be renewed as spring re- 
appears. 

For rock gardens in the Middle 
West we need more plants which 
can endure six weeks of heat and 
drouth in July and August and per- 
haps September. Inability to stand 
prolonged dry heat causes many of 
the familiar alpines of the East and 
Europe to be disappointing here 
even if they can be kept alive. 
Watering will not suffice to make 
them flower because many of them 
need damper air than our summers 
give. But the Ozarks are full of 
flowers all Summer, most of them 
unknown to the trade and not of- 
fered in catalogues. As a conse- 
quence most of our rock gardens 
are merely spring gardens. From 
time to time this column will call 
attention to other “Missouri plants 
for Missouri gardens,” all as useful 
and unfamiliar as the sensitive 
| briar. 
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But on general principles we dis- 
approve of hoarding. Especially 
when there’s no attic or basement 
available to take the gaff: even 
when there is, think of how much 
better use the space could be put 


to. Well, whatever a woman does 
with her hoardings is her own busi- 
ness, sO long as she keeps it out of 
the living quarters of the house. 

But the commonest fault of most 
rooms we see here and there is not 
a lack but a surplus of things. And 
the first gesture that a good deco- 
rator usually makes is to eliminate 
rather than add to the furnishings 
of a room. That’s something to 
think about in planning changes. It 
means generally a program of re- 
placing instead of acquiring at ran- 
dom. 

So before you covet the next pret- 
ty thing you see, apply this test to 
the room on your mind: Move ev- 
erything out that isn’t actually 
used. Be ruthless about it, even 
including all pictures and purely 
decorative ornaments. Now study 
the effect and do a bit of rearrang- 
ing in order to get the most useful- 
ness as well as the most charm 
out Of the necessary elements. 

Then you can return only the pic- 
tures, ornaments and accessories 
that really add distinction to the 
room. You'll find that will prob- 
ably be considerably fewer than 
you had before. Next decide which 
of the necessary things left in the 
room that you just plain don’t like 
and make a five-year’s plan _ for 
replacing them. And when you see 
something you think you can’t live 
without, don’t buy it till you decide 
whether it can logically displace 
another possession.

Family Finances More Wisely, 
Says Ray Giles In A New Book 


On How To Save Money In Home 


By FRANCIS OLIVER 


HE cost of living has increased 
T=: per cent over 1933, when it 

reached the depression low 
point. Rents are being raised this 
fall, grocers and other merchants 
are marking up retail price tags 
as commodity prices turn upward. 
But— 

In past periods of rising prices 
wages and salaries have not kept 
pace with the increase in the cost 
of living. It is unlikely they will 
do so in the future. So what can 
the average household do to coun- 
teract the threatened budget defi- 
ciency? Lower the standard of 
living? 


Not necessarily. The thing to do 
is to live just as well by managing 
the family income more wisely, in- 
sists Ray Giles, who tells how it 
can be done with 864 “money sav- 
ers” he has gathered into a book: 
“How to Beat the High Cost of 
Living,” published. by Simon & 
Schuster. Some families, of course, 
will already be using some of the 
“money savers,” but since “it is 
commcnly agreed that not one fam- 
ily in 100 regulates and balances its 


run to the more expensive, but not 
more nourishing forms, exceeds 
milk in food value, 

Since any edible egg is as nour- 
ishing as another, regardless of 
breed of hen or shell color, and 
poorer grade eggs can be used in 
cooking, a saving can easily be ef- 
fected there. And don’t be preju- 
diced against cold-storage eggs, 
says Giles, for they may have better 
flavor and food value than “fresh” 
eggs kept in poor refrigeration. He 
advises buying eggs in quantity 
when they are especially cheap, 
with the well-known suggestion of 
storing them in water glass for use 
when prices are higher. 


The advice on watching low price 
seasons applies particularly to 
fruits and vegetables, which can be 
interchanged on the menu accord- 
ingly. Also, they should be bought 
by weight whenever possible, for 
bulk quantities are deceiving. Add 
to that ingenuity in using leftovers, 
such as the stalks of cauliflower 
or outside leaves of brussels sprouts 
and more money is saved.

cess,’ he is certain that if only one 
suggestion out of 100 is immediate- 
ly applicable it may save as much 
as $100 over a period of a few 
months. 


An exaggerated claim? Well, he 
cites, if a family of four saves only 
10 cents daily on each person for 
groceries and meat, it will total 
$146 a year. And then beside food, 
there are the additional savings to 
be made on clothing; rent, or, with 
homeowners, upkeep; fuel; furni- 
ture, automobile, insurance, and, of 
course, income taxes. 

He starts with the: food question. 
In the first place, “the surprising 
truth is that the average person 
eats 60 per cent too many calories,” 
and could be generally healthier at 
less expense. So less and cheaper 
food is one of the keynotes of sav- 
ing. Which does not mean less ap- 
petizing dishes, for “consider the 
French, who work magic with 
cheap cuts of meat and inexpensive 
sauces and evolve masterpieces out 
of left-overs.” 

The basis of food purchases for 
each person, Giles says, should be 
one pint of milk a day for adults 
to one quart for minors; fruit, a 
raw vegetable, and salad once a 
day, and then one whole-grain bread 
or cereal, one serving of potatoes, 
one cooked vegetable, and one serv- 
ing of a cheap cut of meat or an 
egg. Fancy bakery products, fats, 
sweets and beverages should be pro- 
vided last. 

There are many salient features 
to consider in making the dollars 
stretch as far as possible on that 
basis. Milk used in the form of 
cheese or butter can be subtracted 
from the quota of regular. milk, 
since all are much alike in food 
value. Butter, in fact, is cheaper 
to use as a fat than cream, while 
cheese, providing the taste does not

A saving on meat can be effected, 
in most families, by eating less, 
says the author, for “if you eat 
more than four ounces a day you 
are overeating.” Then keep track 
of seasonal variations in prices and 
buy whatever is cheap, but, quite 
as important, also learn the differ- 
ent cuts by name, and depend on 
cooking rather than on an expen- 
sive cut, to make the dish tasty. 
Liver, kidneys and hearts, usually 
cheaper, are also high in food 
value, and with the aid of a cook 
book convertible into delightful 
dishes. The cook book should be 
studied when preparing fish, too, 
for it is a meat substitute that is 
just as good in the lower priced 
kinds. 

Some of Giles’ miscellaneous food 
“money savers” worth noting are: 

Don’t serve too many different 
foods at a meal, or foods highly 
seasoned. Both practices encourage 
overeating. 

Most people can eat less fats and 
sugar to the advantage both of 
their health and their pocketbooks. 

When eating out, choose the more 
expensive foods and economize at 
home.

Eugenie Leontovich in Farce at American Tomorrow Night 


ETTING away to an earlier 
start than in any year since 
1931, the stage play season in 
St. Louis opens up with “Tovarich,” 
the Jacques Deval-Robert Sherwood 
comedy, at the American Theater 
tomorrow night. The run is for a 
week, with Wednesday and Satur- 
day matinees, 
The star of “Tovarich” is Eu- 


genie Leontovich, whose appearance 
in “Candlelight” at the Shubert 
Theater in 1930 opened the stage 
season of that year in St. Louis. 
Mme. Leontovich was at the Shu- 
bert first in 1929, asthe Mrs. Pepys 
of the comedy, “And So to Bed,” 
and returned in 1932, ag the Rus- 
sian dancer, Grusinskaya, in 
“Grand Hotel.” 

In “Tovarich” she plays’ the 
Grand Duchess Tatiana Petrovna, 
with McKay Morrig as her hus- 
band, Prince Mikai] Alexandrovitch 
Ouratieff. Morris has visited the 
American Theater in the last two 
seasons as a member of Nazimova’s 
Ibsen troupe. 

The Grand Duchess and the 
Prince are residing in Paris some- 
time after the Russian revolution. 
With no money of their own, they 
are on the verge of starvation, yet 
will not touch a fortune of 4,000,- 
000,000 francs which the late Czar 
entrusted to their care. They re- 
fuse to lend it to the French Gov- 
ernment or turn it over to Soviet 
authorities. And in their personal 
extremity, they take employment 
in the home of the French banker, 
Charles Dupont. 

A son and daughter, George and 
Helene, fall in love with the ser- 
vants, the banker entertains the 
persons who have been trying to 
obtain the Czarist treasure and the 
play develops along established far- 


cical lines, with the Prince and 
Grand Duchess making their final 
decision on a patriotic basis. 

In the New York production, 
which opened last Oct. 15 and ran 
until late summer, the roles of 
Prince Mikail and Grand Duchess 
Tatiana were taken by John Halli- 
day and Marta Abba, the Italian ac- 
tress. A picture version is being 
completed and offers Charles Boyer 
and Claudette Colbert in the same 
roles. Mme. Leontovich, whose 
background includes Russian court 
life, flight from Moscow and penu- 
rious residence in Paris, hasall the 
qualifications for Tatiana and took 
that role in the London production, 
for 417 performances which pre- 
ceded the New York run. 


“Tovarich,” which is pronounced 
“Toe-VAR-ish’} and a Soviet term 
of address approximating the En- 
glish word, “comrade,” has become 
a world success since its first pres- 
entation in Paris in 1933. 


“Those who have traveled over 
the scarred face of Europe in re- 
cent years,” wrote Robert Sher- 
wood, author of the English adap- 
tation, in a foreword to the pub- 
lished script, “have noticed that a 
certain lack of harmony prevails.

‘Deal End” A Production 
Of Masgnificent Realism

T. LOUIS never had a chance to 
S:< Sidney Kingsley’s play, ‘Dead 

End,” in which he contrasted 
with frightening effect the splen- 
dor and the squalor on New York's 
East River front, where the wealthy 
of late have been reclaiming slums 
to erect their apartment castles. 
Nor did a local audience ever be- 
hold Norman Bel Geddes’ scenic 
representation, whereby he brought 
a barricaded slum’ thoroughfare 
into the theater and took half the 
credit for the play’s success. 


Now at Loew’s there is the Hol- 
lywood edition, a product entirely 
of the sound stage, with a tene- 
ment district built entirely by studio 
carpenters and a dialogue trimmed 
by Lillian Hellman to the point 
where it would not offend the sen- 
sitive ears of the Legion of De- 
cency. The result is little different, 
Samuel Goldwyn’s screen produc- 
tion is the most vivid cross-section 
of city existence since “Street 
Scene,’ the most meaningful argu- 
ment about poverty and youth since 
the little-noticed and almost-for- 
gotten “No Greater Glory.” 

“Dead End” takes its name from 
a dead end street, a foul canyon 
stopping at the East River, a place 
where luxury and poverty side by 
side give a dramatist plenty to 
think about. The main characters 
are a group of boys, known to each 
other as Spit, T. B., Angel, Dippy 
and Tommy, the problem of the 
play what will become of them if 
they grow up in the neighborhood. 
Kingsley’s prime example of what 
may happen is in the character of 
Baby Face Martin, current Public 
Enemy No. 1 and a graduate of the 
same conditions. 

Martin, superbly played by Hum- 
phrey Bogart, is only a homesick 
gangster, after all, and wants to 
see his mother and his boyhood 
sweetheart. He comes back to the 
street for a day. 

Also caught up in Kingsley’s nar- 
rative is Joel McCrea, young jobless 
architect and a native of the com- 
munity, who is enamoured of 
Wendy Barrie, a lovely creature 
being maintained by a wealthy pro- 
tector in the skyscraper apartment. 
Sylvia Sidney, girl of the slums and 
sister of Tommy, is on strike for 
higher wages. She loves McCrea. 

Tommy and his pals maul a rich 
kid from the apartment, the boy’s 
father seizes Tommy, Tommy stabs 
him and hides from police. Before 
long, Wendy has proved unworthy 
of Joel's love, Joel has shot and 
killed Bogart as a purely personal 
matter, a reward for the killing is 
forthcoming and perhaps it will 
help keep Tommy out of the re- 
formatory. Sylvia and Joel find 
true love. 

Although closer knit than the 
play, the film still does not have 
a central thread of interest, but is 
concerned more with the conflict 


of characters. In what they say 
is a nice lecture on wealth and 
poverty, a great deal of what we 
have been calling “propaganda” in 
the last few, disturbing years. 
Kingsley'’s play has not been 
robbed of what he intended it to 
say. Comparison with the pub- 
lished script will show what a task 
Miss Hellman had in toning down 
the dialogue but will reveal also 
how masterfully and subtly she 
chose substitute expressions. ‘‘Dead 
End” still shocks the complacent 
theater-goer. 

The boys of the street are from 
the New York play and splendid 
actors, even with their dialogue 
well fumigated. Their names are 
not known, but perhaps two or 
three from the list of Leon Gorcey, 
Billy Halop, Huntz Hall, Bobby 
Jordan, Gabriel DeH and Bernard 
Punsley some day will be. 

The most distinguished perform- 
ance comes in a few brief episodes. 
One where Marjorie Main, as the 
gangster’s mother, confronts her 
son and slaps his face, is likely to 
be the most famous of the year. 
Weary, whining, stunned by her 
son's record of crime, the mother 
focuses all her misery in a few 
amazing speeches. This is a role 
Miss Main had on Broadway, so 
it is at its seasoned best. 

Then there is another moment. 
in which Claire Trevor plays the 
whited sepulcher that the gangs- 
ter finds in place of his innocent 
friend of his youth. Its poignancy 
has rarely been equalled. Bogart, 
McCrea, Miss Sidney, everybody 
down to the cop on the beat, turns 
in a fine job, which may be taken 
as an indication of fine direction 
by William Wyler. 

Loew's short subject features 
with “Dead End” are the fight pic- 
tures from Thursday night’s cham- 
pionship bouts at the Polo Grounds 
in New York and a delightful Silly 
Symphony, “The Little Hiawatha.”

In Germany, Hitler’s friends ad- 
vised him to see it, according to 
Sherwood, and the Nazi leader 
agreed, but first had the German 
Embassy in Paris investigate De 
val’s ancestry for traces of Semit- 
ism. Finding none, Hitler saw the 
play three times and enjoyed it 
greatly. 

Sherwood’s adaptation, the only 
one he has ever made in his play- 
writing career, was applauded by, 
the reviewer for “The New Masses” 
so it may be presumed that ‘To- 
varich” is as much of a universal 
favorite as there is in the world to- 
day. Sherwood’s original plays have 
been “Idiot’s Delight,” “The Petri- 
fied Forest,” “The Road to Rome” 
and “Reunion in Vienna.”

books in June, 1936, with more than 40,000 ghosts. 
The law provides that prosecutions of misdemeanors, 
such as were committed by wholesale in that regis- 
tration, must be begun within one year. The year 
has lapsed. Only a handful of officials indicted 
by the June (1936) term grand jury are still subject 
to trial. One of them was acquitted last week, with- 
out even offering a defense, after the Prosecuting 
Attorney’s office had bungled the case.

It will be recalled that the June term grand jury, 
to which the registration frauds were presented, 
was unable, because of limited time, to do anything 
more than scratch the surface. The grand jury said: 

We believe we have gone into the matter far 
enough to report the existence of widespread 
irregularities in the conduct of the canvass by 
the election clerks after the registration. 

So it then became a matter of routine investiga- 
tion and prosecution, and -the grand jury recom- 
mended that this be done by Mr. Finnegan by is- 


indicated. No indictments were necessary. At this 
point, the processes of justice went into a stall and 
a tail spin. Mr. Finnegan did no investigating. He 
issued no informations. He let the election crooks 
alone until the statute of limitations wrote finis to 
the whole ghastly performance. 

Mr. Finnegan refuses to offer any explanation 
ot his failure to follow the grand jury’s recommenda- 
tion and act in the public interest, but, of course, 
none is needed. In the inner circles of politics, 
padding registration books is considered a conven- 
tional crime, one that is committed for the good 
of the party. If Mr. Finnegan had torn into the 
investigation, thereby making for himself a reputa- 
tion as a fine public servant, he would, by the 
same token, have done his party a grievous hurt. 
Mr. Finnegan preferred party loyalty to acting in 
the public service. : 

If Mr. Finnegan had gone the whole way, he would 
not only have brought the small fry, the fellows 
who did the actual padding, to justice, but in this 
process he would have gone after the higher-ups 
who ordered the small fry to do the padding. If 
he had gone the whole way, he would have taken 
apart the dominant political machine and sent its 
leaders to the cleaners. But Mr. Finnegan is no 
Joseph W. Folk.

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TWO WHO DID NOT YIELD. 

With the Black-Klan controversy in the news and 
with appeals being taken in the latest retrials of 
the Scottsboro cases, it is fitting to recall that there 
was at least one Judge in Alabama who did not com- 
promise himself by joining the white-robed terror- 
ists and who preferred, when the crucial test arose, to 
sacrifice his judicial career rather than let the death 
sentence stand against a Negro whom he believed to 
have been unjustly convicted. 

We refer, of course, to Judge James E. Horton of 
Athens, who in 1933 set aside the death sentence 
which a jury had imposed on Heywood Patterson, one 
of the Scottsboro defendants. Here we have a jurist 
who not only did not join the Klan, but, in the 
Scottsboro case, elected to ignore race prejudice and 
do the thing which he knew would destroy him with 
the voters, in order to remain true to his judicial 
principles. 

In a calm, incontrovertibly logical statement from 
the bench, he gave his reasons for not letting the 
death sentence stand against the Negro, and for his 
pains he was overwhelmingly defeated by an inferior 
candidate in the next election. 

One cannot help feeling that a fundamental differ- 
ence exists between a man like Judge Horton, ob- 
viously the type we need on the bench, and a man 
tinged with opportunism like Justice Black. 

Now that public sentiment outside Alabama has 
forced the State to admit it was wrong in prose- 
cuting five of the Scottsboro Negroes for rape, Judge 
Horton is doubly vindicated, and the Alabama §Su- 
preme Court is properly chastened for upholding the 
convictions indiscriminately; but, politics being what 
it is, Judge Horton’s career is still ended, and 
a weighty argument is recorded against the popular 
election of Judges. 

And while we are paying tribute to Judge Hor- 
ton, we should go a step further and lay a wreath 
on the brow of another man who made political his- 
tory in the South by declining to weigh his political 
future against immortal principles when the mob 
howled outside his door, literally, for the blood of 
an accused member of a minority race. 

Some 20 years before Judge Horton's action in the 
Scottsboro case, former Gov. John M. Slaton of Geor- 
gia signed his political death warrant by commuting 
the capital sentence of Leo M. Frank, a Jew convicted 
under mob pressure in Atlanta on a charge of mur- 
dering a girl worker in a pencil factory. 

The evidence was highly contradictory and mob 
sentiment was so strong at the trial that admitted 
irregularities were allowed in the court procedure. 
Even the trial Judge expressed doubt as to the guilt 
of the defendant. The United States Supreme Court, 
however, declined to set the sentence aside, although 
Justices Holmes and Hughes held that mob pressure 
should invalidate the conviction. 

When Gov. Slaton commuted the sentence, a raging 
mob gathered outside his home and the National 
Guard had to be called out to protect his person. 
But he stood fast and saw that Frank, after he was 
transferred to the State prison, was kept safe. It 
was only after Gov. Slaton left office and was suc- 
ceeded by a man of different type that the mob was 
able to enter the prison and lynch the unfortunate 
man. 

Men like Tom Watson rode into office on their 
denunciation of Gov. Slaton and their apology for the 
mob, but the Governor thereafter has always been 
rejected by the Georgia electorate. 

It is a sorry commentary on politics that men like 
Horton and Slaton are so often cut short in their 
careers, while those who are willing to temporize or 
remain silent in the face of a perverted public sen- 
timent are elevated to high office.

11 billions, economist figures; 2,500,000 borrowers form bloc more powerful than 
veterans, he says, citing that some are already urging cancelation; but Govern- 
ment cannot cancel the indebtedness—it could only shift it to the taxpayer.

EXT time you hear some Fourth of July 
N orator swell with pride on how we were 

once a debtor nation but are now “the 
greatest creditor nation in the world” you 
can clap your hands, yell with pride and 
shout—“And how!” 

As a result of the World War Europe 
owes us 11 billion dollars. 

As a result of the depression several mil- 
lions of people in the United States who 
are handy on the touch owe us another 
11 billion dollars. 

Europe, of course, has no intention of 
ever paying us any serious part of her bill. 

What about the hardy patriots at home” 
Will they lay it on the line when the bill 
comes due? Or will they make their humble 
contribution to the legend that our dear old 
Uncle is the greatest sucker of all times? 

It is really not so easy to lend 11 billion 
dollars. You have got to hire a lot of peo- 
ple, spend a lot of money on typewriters 
and adding machines, stationery and rail- 
road fare. And this, all by itself, before 
you have lent a dime or collected one back, 
runs into money. In fact, it takes right 
now 47,000 employes and costs over $100,- 
000,000 a year to run this monster Govern- 
ment lending plant. 

7 . ° 

As a matter of fact, before you can lend 
11,000 million you have got to get it some- 
where. That is, before the Government can 
lend money it must borrow ™® 

Now that’s how the Government has been 
getting the money it has been lending to 
me, to Tom, Dick, Harry, to the county 
supervisors and the Consolidated Cats and 
Dogs Security Corporation. 

Our blessed old Uncle’s open-fisted agents 
have made loans all the way from $27 to 
a blacksmith in Tennessee to fix up his 
forge to 100 million dollars to a big bank- 
ing system to keep its doors open. 

There are a number of spigots, or shall 
we say corporations, through which the Gov- 
ernment’s huge loans have been made—the 
Federal Farm Credit Administration, the 
Home Loan Banks and, of course, the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation and va- 
rious lesser ones. 

The Federal Farm Credit Administration, 
administered by a board headed by W. I. 
Myers as governor, controls, like a large 
holding company, a group of immense agen- 
cies—the Federal Land Banks, the Federal 
Farm Mortgage Corporation, the Production 
Loan Corporations, the Intermediate Credit 
Banks, the Emergency Crop and Seed Loan 
offices, the Regional Agricultural Credit 
Corporation and Agricultural Marketing Act. 

Here is a group of corporations in which 
the Government has invested a billion and 
a half dollars in capital. And in addition 
they have borrowed three and a half bil- 
lions on bonds and debentures. In addition 
there are the surpluses and various other 
kinds of borrowings so that the actual as- 
sets of these corporations are over five and 
a half billion dollars. 

+ ~ * 

The net result of all this is that the farm- 
er has kept his farm. Many thousands of 
deserving farmers have been saved from 
foreclosure and complete loss. In the shift 
from the private to the Government lender, 
about 100 million dollars, perhaps much 


more, has been shaved away from the farm 
indebtedness. The farmer's interest rate was 
reduced to his great advantage. 

Incidentally, others were helped. The 
farmers owed their mortgage notes to va- 
rious institutions. Hence assumption of the 
mortgages by the Government enabled these 
lenders to get their money back. About 
12 per cent of the money went to life in- 
surance companies and about 10 per cent 
to commercial banks. The largest part, ap- 
parently, went to private lenders. It was 
this which led some critics of the plan 
to suggest that it was inspired by a move- 
ment to bail out the noteholders. 

. « . 


The next great agency for lending money 
on behalf of the Government is the Home 
Owners Loan Corporation, better known as 
the H O LC. This is a subsidiary of the 
Home Loan Banks. It did in the town what 
the Farm Mortgage Corporation did in the 
country. It took over the mortgages of 1,000,- 
000 home owners who couldn’t keep up their 
payments. In April of this year the HOLC 
held mortgage notes valued at $2,621,000,000. 
In addition it had bought $100,000,000 in 
stock of a Government savings insurance 
corporation and nearly $200,000,000 of various 
savings and loan associations. 

The H O LC was born in the travail of 
1933. It appeared at a time when millions 
of Americans who had answered the siren 
call of the land developer to “buy a home” 
were afraid to open the door for fear the 
sheriff would come in. 

There was a good deal of genuine head- 
ache under the rooftree those days. But 
there was also a good deal of highly flavored 
hog-wash dished up by congressional ora- 
tors and professional saviors about the 
wicked money-lender driving the distracted 
father and his wife and children from the 
old homestead. 

There were a lot of insurance companies 
and mortgage companies and banks and 
plain private mortgage money-lenders who 
were stuck with great bales of mortgage 
paper on these new homes. All this must 
be borne in mind in order to keep the pic- 
ture properly compounded. 

. * * 

I suppose the biggest and most sensation- 
al of all the Government lending plants 
has been the good old Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, invented and set going 
by Herbert Hoover, roundly criticised by 
Candidate Roosevelt, and then adopted and 
enlarged by him. It’s still going and it has 
more money owed to it than any other 
single institution in all history. 

It never had so many borrowers as the 
H OL C, but they were whoppers. There 
were only 20,000 who could qualify for RFC 
cash, but one of them—a _ railroad—got 
$61,000,000 to electrify its lines and another 
one—a bank—got $90,000,000 to keep alive— 
and then died. 

The R F C loaned money to banks, insur- 
ance companies, mortgage companies, rail- 
roads, deep-sea fisheries, building and loan 
associations, states and cities and to pri- 
vate business enterprises of various kinds in 
every state in the Union. It owns stock in 
thousands of banks. 

There are, of course, other agencies lend- 
ing money. There are the P W A, the Com-

HOSE who consider the strike an inevi- 
table form of warfare between industry 
and labor had better put away their precon- 
ceived notions for a few minutes and take 
a look at Toledo, O. A little more than @ 
year ago the Municipal Government of To 
ledo established an Industrial Peace Board 
It is composed of 18 non-paid members. 
The city merely appropriates $7250 with 
which to hire a permanent director, a ster 
ographer, and to meet incidental expenses. 
This is not a board of arbitration—t 
is, one to determine the justice of oppos 
complaints and hand down decisions. It is 
simply a board of mediation—that is, it 
acts as a sort of clearing house for disputes, 
as a “buffer” between labor and employer. 
Labor groups and employers, when deak 
ing directly, have-to overcome a lot of fric- 
tion (personal and otherwise) before even 
getting down to brass tacks. They have to 
—or at least do—put their “demands &

Everything possible is done to 
show non-Fascist countries in the 
worst possible light, especially 
from the point of view of the or- 
dinary man in the street, who does 
not care one way or the other about 
politics, but who simply wants to 
earn his living in peace. The ef- 
fect has been to make even serious- 
ly discontented Italians say: “Well, 
it is true that we in Italy are suf- 
fering, but at any rate we are 
better off under Mussolini than 
they are anywhere else in the 
world.” 

Were it not for this feeling, 
which, as a result of the undisputed 
propaganda, is universally accepted 
as true throughout the country, the 
anti-Fascists, Socialists, Commu- 
nists and Anarchists, who must al- 
ready be a formidable minority, 
might become the majority. Thus 
it may really be said that this 
intensive propaganda is Fascism’s 
strongest weapon, and that with- 
out it the regime would swift- 
ly be overthrown. For even 
now Fascism in Italy is not secure, 
and uses propaganda not merely 
for its foreign political ends but 
as an essential means of protection 
against the people it governs—a 
people famous down the ages for 
its love of liberty, individuality and 
independence of thought, and still, 
in spite of all that Fascism can 
do, the same. 

Fear a Vital Weapon. 

Fear, just as much as propagan- 
a, is a vital weapon of Fascism. 
It is a common saying in Italy 
that where three are gathered to- 
gether the conversation will be all 
of the greatness of Mussolini and 
Fascism, but that when two of the 
three are alone together the sub- 
ject will be discussed from a very 
different point of view. 

No one can trust anyone else; 
anyone may be an agent provoca-

IV. 
Foreign Affairs. 

To turn now to foreign affairs: 
just as there is an undercurrent of 
suspicion and distrust of all the 
other government propaganda, so 
the new friendship between Ger- 
many and Italy does not, among 
Italians privately, meet with the 
same unqualified approval which 
the newspapers express. 

The Rome-Berlin axis is not very 
popular. Apart from any merely 
politica] differences, there is, and 
always has been, a strong charac- 
teristic antipathy between the Ital- 
ians and the Germans, particularly 
on the Italian side. Government 
propaganda pours contempt of En- 
gland and France into the ears of 
the Italian people.

| unteer’s family. 

Non-intervention is looked upon 
as a great joke, since everyone 
knows that the reason why it takes 
at least six months to obtain de- 
livery of a new Italian car, and 
about a year to obtain delivery of 
a lorry (even if they can be ob 
tained then) is because all the Ital 
ian factories are working overtime 
‘on material for use in Spain. As 
a result of this, second-hand cars 
are being sold in Italy at almost 
the price they cost when new, 


Short of Other Materials. 


But Italy is short of other ma- 
terials besides motor cars and lor- 
ries. Petrol is so expensive and 
taxes are so high that few cars 
are seen on the Italian roads, and 
those are of a low horsepower, con- 
suming little petrol. There is such 
a shortage of iron that no building 
except under a Government cone 
tract can be begun or completed. 

While the subject of the Spanish 
‘war divides private opinion in 
‘Italy, much as it does in England, 
‘according to political or religious 
belief, everyoné is firmly convinced 
both privately and publicly’ that 
‘Mussolini will never withdraw from 
Spain until Franco has won the 
day. 

The suggestion that both Franco 
and Mussolini might, after all, be 
beaten is regarded as inconceiv- 
able, and everyone seems to think 
that more and more Italian men 
and material will be poured into 
Spain until the Spanish Govern- 
ment is finally defeated. Naturally 
the Italians have no idea whatever 
that their forces have shown up 
far from well in the Spanish 
struggle, but believe that any 
rumors to this effect have been 
deliberately started by an envious 
and hypocritical Great Britain pre- 
tending to stand aside from. the 
civil war, but in reality intriguing 
with Russia and Protestants 
throughout the world for the downe- 
fall of Fascism and the Catholic ree 
ligion.

Furthermore Lord Edward, now 31 years old, 
has been pretty generally labeled “a chip 
off the old block.” His father is the Duke 
of Manchester, and anyone who hasn't 
heard of that nobleman’s scrapes has 
missed one of the most sprightly of modern 
biographies. A brief review of the Duke's 
acventures at home and abroad will pro 
vice & background which may be helpful in 
cons dering Lord Edward's history.

Zimmerman, who had disapproved of the 
marriage at the beginning, was understood 
to have seen to it that the Duke did not 
have free access to his substantial fortune. 
As early as 190] the Duke went into bank- 
ruptcy. 

After the World War started Zimmerman 
scid: “I have advised the Duke of Man- 
chester to go to the front and get out in 
front.” His son-in-law did serve as an avia- 
tor. He also, in 1915, went into bankruptcy 
again. Zimmerman died in 1914, leaving 
the bulk of his fortune in‘ trust for Helena 
and nothing to the Duke. About the same 
time the Duke and the Duchess separated, 
but they were not divorced until] 1931, when 
Helena obtained a decree. Manchester then 
married Kathleen Dawes, a former actress 
from London, who was 20 years his ju- 
nior. In 1933 he came into an income from 
the estate of his mother, the former Con- 
suelo Yznaga del Valle of Ravenswood, 
Louisiana. But several years before that 
windfall, he had been sentenced to jail for 
failing to answer a summons on an old ho- 
tel bill. And in 1935 he was in trouble 
again, charged with fraud for pawning jew- 
elry alleged to belong to his mother's estate; 
convicted, he was sentenced to prison for 
nine months. He appealed, and the Court 
of Appeal in London quashed his conviction. 
A couple of months later, however, he was 
in bankruptcy court again, listing liabilities 
of about $45,000 and assets of $25. 

Of such ups and downs has the life of the 
Duke of Manchester been compounded. 


There are three others: Viscount 
Mandeville, 35; Mary Alice, 34, and 
Ellen Millicent Louise, 29. 

Quite early in life Edward, godson of 
King Edward VII, showed an inclination to 
follow in the footsteps of his festive father. 
As a school boy at Harrow he tried to elope 
with a musical comedy dancer, Louise 
Clarke. This prank caused his mother to 
send him to Canada—to the ranch school 
operated by Lord Charlies Gilbert Rodney 
for young men of family and limited means 
who might be benefited by a course in ag- 
riculture. Edward soon decided he didn't 
care to be benefited in this way, and skip- 
ped out. As an automobile salesman, then 
as a taxicab driver, he worked for a little 
while. At Winnipeg, a cablegram from his 
mother reached him. It ordered him back 
to school. Instead of obeying, he went over 
to Edmonton to see Norah Potter, whom he 
had met a short time before. 

Miss Potter was the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Albert Edward Potter, well-to-do resi- 
dents of Edmonton.

ronto and Paris; she had only recently re- 
turned from France. This was in 1926, and 
she was 25 years old, Edward was 20. 
They became decidedly romantic about each 
other. 

Edward vehemently asserted he was not 
going back to the ranch school—which he 
inelegantly called ‘that hole.” He thought 
he would get a job driving a taxi in Banff. 
But he didn't have to resort to that, as a 
position as secretary to a Canadian oil mag- 
nate opportunely turned up. 

His work did not prevent Edward from 
getting about a bit. In the United States 
he formed an acquaintance with Margaret 
Angermaier, a social secretary a few years 
older than he. In 1929 he and Norah were 
married in Edmonton, and a few weeks la- 
ter Edward introduced Margaret to his bride. 
A distressing scene ensued which oc- 
casioned a call for the police; Edward had 
departed before they arrived. 

Miss Angermaier, subsequent events made 
clear, had taken very seriously the atten- 
tions Lord Edward had paid her. She said

they had met about a year before his mar- 
riage at the home of Mrs. Horace Dodge 
Manning of the Detroit automobile family, 
and that “everybody knew we were en- 
gaged.” In August, 1930, she died from 
poison in a Chicago hotel; her last words 
were said to have been: “Lord Montagu 
kept postponing our marriage on the 
ground that he was ill. I lent him money 
to go to the Canadian Rockies and he wrote 
to me almost every day.” 

Edward said this wasn't true, and added 
that he had “never given her any reason for 
a broken heart.” But relatives of the dead 
woman produced a letter which they said 
he had written her three months before his 
marriage. It read: 

“Flower of my soul: 

Il have been in a high state of suspense 
for the past few days because I have not 
received the money which you wrote you 
would send this week. I am totally with- 
out funds and you are the only one I can 
depend upon now until I receive a remit- 
tance from my mother, which may arrive 
any day. 

“Il love you, my darling sweetheart, and 
am looking forward to the day when you 
will be Lady Montagu and we will be

Norah weathered 
this episode without 
any public demonstra- 
tion. Before it was 
over she had become 
the mother of a boy. 
Also, by that time, Ed- 
ward had lost his sec- 
retarial job. He tried 
his hand at several 
things, including news- 
paper work. He worked as a “grease 
monkey” at the Edmonton airport in ex- 
change for flying instruction. He managed 
to scrape along, with what help he could get 
from his family and his wife's. 

Presently Edmonton palled on Lord Ed- 
ward, and he went to Vancouver—making 
the trip in a freight car as attendant to a 
shipment of pigs. Then he decided to try 
his luck in Hollywood. His luck wasn't very 
good; he managed to appear—inconspicu- 
ously—in one picture, “The Rich Are Al- 
ways With Us,” starring Ruth Chatterton. 
This accomplished, he went to New- York, 
taking Norah and the baby along, to see his 
father and the latter's new wife, recently 
landed in America. 

During his stay in NeW York Edward al- 
lowed his name to be used on the letter- 
heads of a stock company, and then went 
into the Middle West and sold some of the 
stock. On his return to New York he dis- 
covered that the company was no more. He 
was able to convince authorities that his 
part in the business was innocent. 

After that, Edward decided to travel a bit 
—without his family. He put up $190 and 
joined Walter Wanderwell and his strange- 
ly assorted company for a vagabond cruise 
to the South Seas on the Wanderwell yacht. 
As wiil be remembered, the cruise ended 
before it was well begun when Wanderwell 
was mysteriously murdered one night in De- 
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cember, 1932, while the yacht was tied up 
at Long Beach, California. In the invest. 
gation of the murder it was learned thet 
Edward owned a revolver of the same cali. 
ber as the one with which Wanderwell was 
killed and the young Lord was questioned 
by the police. He had a sound alibi. But 
he was jailed on a charge of having over- 
stayed the time for which he had been per- 
mitted to enter the United States. That mat 
ter was soon straightened out and he was 
released. 

In San Francisco he got a job as a cook 
in a sailors’ boarding house. In six weeks 
he saved $50 and started for Vancouver— 
as a seaman on the yacht Merman. A short 
distance from Victoria, British Columbia, the 
yacht was disabled, and its company was 
marooned for a couple of days on Shell Is 
land.

Shortly after that, Edward went back to 
England.

In a London night club 
one evening in August, 1934, Edward had 
a quarrel with Betty, after which he des 
perately declared he was going to join the 
French Foreign Legion. 

He flew to Dunkirk, France, to enlist, but 
after hearing of the severity of life in the 
legion the prospect of five years of it be 
came distinctly repellant, and he decided he 
wasn't that desperate after all. Back to 
London he went. He would now acquire 
weight and substance by going into busi 
ness.

Again the Foreign Legion seemed to 
indicated. This time Edward's sister Louise 
who hoped that service in the famous mili:

Under 
her eye Lord Edward enlisted. But before 
the batch of recruits which in ‘uded him 
was shipped away, he fell down a flight 
of stairs and dislocated a rib.

Norah was one person who rejoiced 
this turn of events. Perhaps she still hoped 
Edward would eventually settle down and 
stay at home—at least, stay with her and 
their son. Even when the news of his 6” 
listment had come out she had tried to put 
the best face possible on the situation. Al 
her home in Edmonton she was inclined ‘0 
attribute his military project to his financial 
plight and the nervous strain resulting from 
his automobile accident. Besides, she said.

So death halted 
the affair with that sudden flat finality that 
jeaves shocked and remorseful sobriety in 
the wake of anger and bitterness. 

Dr. Player and his wife lived an at least 
outwardly happy married life for 30 years 
They had three daughters, two of whom had 
married, and four grandchildren. Dr. Player 
was 58 years old, his wife 50, and with 
dignified status of grandparents, they 
seemed destined to drift contentedly through 
middle age. 

But one day, in June, 1935, Mrs. Player 
received a letter in a plain envelope. It con- 
tained two typewritten lines and was un- 
signed. That meant the end of whatever 
contentment the Players had. 

The public split between the Players did 
not come, however, until last December 
Then the physician brought suit for divorce 
on grounds of cruelty. He charged that aft. 
er his wife received the “poison pen”’ letter 
her manner towards him changed to one of 
spleen. She accused him of infidelity. 
nagged him. and created scenes, he said 
Although she refused to let him see the let. 
ter, she showed it to their friends and chil- 
dren and his secretary. So harassed was 
he that his practice suffered and he finally 
had to pack up and leave home, he related 

Mrs. Player filed cross charges of infide! 
ity, accusing Mrs. Olive L. Ralston, a di- 
vorcee and a friend of Dr. Player's for 12 
years. She demanded separate mainten. 
ance. 

Both Dr. Player and Mrs. Ralston, a fetch 
ing brunette whose trim figure belied her 
40 years, denied the charge emphatically. 
But the mess was given a public airing 

At a deposition hearing several months 
later Dr. Player admitted that on last Feb. 
tary 7 Mrs. Player had raided Mrs. Ral- 
tion's apartment with three detectives to 
find him there. 

Questions as to how he came to be in the 
opartment were blocked by his counsel. But 
he testified that he went to sleep there on a 
couch after removing his coat, vest, collar 
and shoes. Although Mrs. Ralston occupied 
a bed in the same room, he did not, he 
Swore, see her undress, and he vigorously 
denied adulterous conduct. 

"l was awakened at 3 a. m. by people 
breaking in the door,” he said. ‘Mrs. Ral- 
ston got out of bed and asked, ‘What's that?’ 
l said I didn't know. She had on a night- 
gown and a bed jacket. When three men 
came through the door, I told her to go into 
the bathroom. Mrs. Player was behind 
these men. I met them in the hall, and 
Mrs. Player inspected everything in the 
Spartment. She seemed to be enjoying it 
very much, I should say, but I didn't enjoy 
it @ bit.” 

The nightmare of bitterness through 
which the Players lived for 18 months fol- 
lowing the sending of the poison pen letter 
was indicated frequently in the deposition 
'estimony. 

One time, the physician said, his wife cre- 
ted a scene in a Fillmore street cafe. She 
bombarded him with a sugar bowl and 
forks and knives, wrapped a table cloth 
Gbout his head, and ran screaming into the 
street. 
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Two days before the scheduled opening 
of the trial, she was in her large Lake street 
residence, dressing for a dinner party with 
friends. She chose a brown silk dinner 
gown, and made herself up carefully. 


HE noticed Dr. Player's ties hanging 
S from a rack. They made her think of 

her husband, his heavy-set, graying. 
distinguished appearance, of the enmity that 
had sprung up between them, how coldly 
they looked at each other after these many 
years. 

Maybe the prospect of continuing the 
harsh and sordid fight was too much for 
her. Perhaps she was determined to make 
her husband pay the rest of his life, to cast 
a permanent shadow across his happiness. 
or she may have so sincerely grieved the 
loss of his love that she was unable to live 
longer. 

She went to a desk, and wrote. with pen 
and ink: 

“Darling, I can't live without you. My 
spirit will always be beside you. Divide 
my alimony each month between our chil. 


dren. I love you too much 


Babe.” 

Then she got four of Dr. Player's silk 
neckties, and went down to the basement. 
She pulled an apple crate inte a position be 
low a water pipe that ran under the rafters. 
With the ties she fashioned a rope and 
noose. She stepped up on the box, and, 
after a minute, kicked it out from under 
her. 

That evening Dr. and Mrs. James Press 
ley, the neighbors whose guest she was to 
have been, finally ate dinner without her 
It was not until the following afternoon that 
a maid in the Player home walked into the 
basement, then ran shrieking to the street. 

Dr. Pressley was passing. He cut down

The next day the divorce case was called 
in court.

PARIS. 
HE case of the Strogano: 
millions was finally set- 
tled a few days ago and 
now the widow of Prince 
Sergius is free from the 
worries that have beset 
her since the clever im. 
postor, Nicholas Strogo- 
nov, and his wily law- 
yers tied up her late 
husband's $3,000,000 estate 13 years ago. 
Although this money, with certain scattered 
properties, will make the Princess one of 
the wealthiest Russian exiles, it is' but the 
remnant of a $40,000,000 fortune that made 
the Stroganovs one of the most affluent 
families before the revolution. 

Prior to the overthrow of the late Czar 
Nicholas II, the Stroganov Palace on Nev- 
ski Prospect, the Park avenue of old im.- 
perial St. Petersburg, was known the world 
over for its art treasures. More than 100 
valuable paintings and much “French 
eighteenth and seventeenth century furni- 
ture together with priceless tapestries filled 
the ancient home of the Stroganovs. With 
such luxury and opulence in addition to his 
striking appearance, this last Prince, scion of 
a family close to the Emperor, astounded 
all who knew him when he wed Rose An- 
geline Henriette Lewieuze, a French com- 
moner, in 1900. Disliking the harsh climate 
of his own country he had been living for 
15 years on the French Riviera, playing with 
women's hearts as casually as he did with

In addition, there was 
a palatial town house in Rome, another one 
in Paris. Besides, the Prince owned severa! 
Riviera hotels. He was in the habit of 
buying places that he happened to like for 
their scenic beauty. Matters of financial! 
consideration were decidedly secondary 
with him. 

Then came the revolution of 1917 and the 
bulk of the Stroganov fortune went to the 
Bolsheviki. St. Petersburg became Lenin. 
grad, the Stroganov millions, the mines, the 
palace with its priceless art collection be- 
came property of the Soviet Gcvernment.

But Prince Sergius, astute man of the 
world that he was, had managed to salvage 
more than $2,000,000-—-more than any other 
Russian exile had succeeded in getting out 
of his home land. He deposited it with 
banks in London and New York. 

On the interest of $3,000,000 plus his va- 
rious real estate properties, Sergius Stroga- 
nov and wife lived handsomely until the 
Prince died in 1923. 

The news of his death was prominently 
spread over the European 
caught the agile and enterprising eye of 
an obscure Russian emigre who since 1917 
had lived in a little attic room somewhere 
on thé Left Bank in Paris. 

The name of this Russian refugee hap- 
pened to be Nicholas Strogonov. The dif- 
ference of one vowel in the two names gave 
him an idea. First he carefully studied the 
family history of the Stroganovs. Next, he 
manufactured for himself a flashy genealog- 
ical table, the essence of which was the 
proof of Nicholas Stroganov being a nephew 
of the late Prince Sergius Stroganov. 

Armed with this and other fake docu- 
ments he next traced his steps to the town of 
Corbeil, France, where lived a very old and 
very deaf sister of the late Prince Sergius 
by the name of Princess Olga Scherbatov. 

Before seeing the latter, the self-styled 
Count Stroganov went to the local magis- 
trate and flashed his fake documents. On 
the strength of these, he demanded that a 
court procedure be instituted against the 
cld and deaf woman for failure to support 
her kinsman. The magistrate promised a 
thorough investigation. 

Leaving the magistrates office, he went to 
see the Princess and told her: ‘Your high- 
ness, I am a poor Russian noblema2, living 
on alien soil just like you. It has come to 
my knowledge that the police are going to 
investigate you for aleged political under- 
ground activities. Better take care of your 
most valuable papers.” 

Alarmed and inveigled by the charming 
manner of the handsome Nicholas, she took 
her family papers out of a box in her bed 
room. Among these papers were the auto 
giaphed memories of Empress Catherine the 
Great, the Czar’s ukase making the Stroga- 
novs princes and other important family 
These papers she all placed 
in a little valise.-and asked her supposed 
benefactor to take care of them. 

The next day, the swindler brought back 
the little valise after he had taken unto 
himself various pieces of the documents. 

Armed with genuine documents, he took 
the next train to Nice, and drove up to the 
Stroganov Palace where he demanded to 
see the Princess. 

He introduced himself as nephew of her 
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papers and 


late husband. Whén the widow expressed 
astonishment cver the fact of his existence 
and mentioned that her late husband never 
had spoken of a nephew, Nicholas next 
spread out before the bewildered eye of 
the widow the genuine Stroganov documents 
stolen from the Princess Scherbatov. The 
result was that, overjoyed over meeting a 
long lost member of the Stroganov family, 
Princess Rose invited him to come and live 
with her. He did not refuse this invi- 
tation. 

Soon he began. to make heavy use of 
credit gladly extended to him by tradesmen, 
tailors, and bank executives. As the young 
Count Stroganov, he passed in the best so- 
ciety and his charming and worldly man- 
ners plus good looks did much to ingratiate 
him with the Princess Stroganov.

had not long ago declared her taboo. 
The family of the late Prince Sergius had 
never forgiven him his commoner marriage 
with the result that Princess Rose was 
avoided by them like smallpox. 

However, the break between Princess 
Stroganov and the “Count” came a few 
months after their meeting. Nicholas di- 
vulged that he was in serious monetary dif- 
ficulties and that he would like something 
on account on his legacy. To which the 
Princess answered, a bit surprised, that the 
late Prince Sergius had made her his sole 
heiress. “Count” Nicholas “Stroganov,” 
however, fortified with a thorough knowl- 
edge of Russian hereditary laws, proved to 
her that such regulation on the part of the 
late Prince Sergius was nil and void if there 
was any male Stroganov alive. However, 
Nicholas intimated, he was willing to make 
allowances and urged the Princess to agree 
to some reasonable settlement. 

Princess Stroganov refused to comply. A 
suspicion obviously entertained for some 
time, now became so strong in her that she 
challenged the alleged Nicholas Stroganov 
to go ahead and first prove to the court his 
real origin and claims. Next, she insisted 
that he leave the palace immediately and 
never come back. Before he left, he swore 
dire consequences would befall her. 

He soon filed suit for a share in the 
Streganov millions. This tied up the legacy 
for the next 13 years. Maitre Raoul Dupin 
the lawyer representing Princess Stroganov. 
succeeded in breaking dowa slowly and 
gradually the fake claims of the impostor 
with regard to his descent. Fina ly, in 
1933, Nicholas’ claims were rejected by the 
Nice court of the first instance. The im- 
mediate result of this outcome was that the 
French police authorities insisted on his de. 
parture for other parts, since he was an 
undesirable alien. Nicholas left for Geneva 
Switzerland. But he did not give up his 
fight for the Stroganov millions. 

His lawyers appealed. But the sel!-siyled 
Count died in Switzerland in the fall of 1935 
and on last July 29 the Court of Appeals 
upheld the lower court in ruling that the 
plaintiff was an impostor and the Princess 
entitled to the whole estate.

N THE case about to be 
related here we have 
one of the most remark- 
able instances in the an- 
nals of criminal juris- 
prudence of the hair- 
breadth escape from the 
death penalty of two in- 
nocent men. The event 
strikes us with added 
force because it occurred in an enlightened 
New England State and at the time—dquite 
recently—filled a great deal of space in the 
metropolitan newspapers. The human side 
of the story in its inner details was, how- 
ever, never presented to the public through 
the channels of the daily press, outside, pos- 
sibly, of Boston. 

In 1933 Massachusetts was terrorized by 
a succession of ghastly crimes that equaled 
the exploits of Dillinger, Pretty Boy Floyd 
and Clyde Barrow, and roused Governor 
Ely to set in motion a State-wide hunt for 
the miscreants. 

For some time police were thoroughly 
mystified and rendered desperate by futile 
efforts to run down the criminals, and so it 
came to pass that a few days after the 
“stick-up" of the Paramount motion picture 
theater at Lynn on the morning of January 
2, 1934, the Boston detectives descended up- 


on a bachelor apartment tenanted by a Bos- 


ton taxicab driver named Louis Berrett and 
arrested him as he entered his room that 
night. Coming in, whistling and unsuspect- 
ing, he turned on the light and found himself 
face to face with a squad of plainclothes 
men who had taken possession and were 
awaiting his arrival. 

The circumstances leading up to this coup 
of the police were these: On the bitterly 
cold morning of January 2, 1934, the em- 
ployes of the Paramount Theater, except the 
manager and his assistant, were getting 
ready for the day’s business. The theater 
and the lobby had to be cleaned, and the 
women were on hand. The engineer was 
at his post. C. Fred Sumner, the bill poster, 
6S years of age, had seen to the “billing” in 
the lobby and gone, leaving his ladder be- 
_hind. Altogether about 11 employes were 
on duty when the place wes invaded by 
three men who said they were State In- 
spectors. 

It was soon after 8 o'clock, but the lobby 
ond office were but dimly lighted. The three 
men herded the employes, men and women. 
nio the office and made them face the wall

A mail carrier entered the lobby and un- 
suspectingly delivered the Paramount mail 
to one of the desperadoes. He was allowed 
to depart unmolested, but the advertising so- 
licitor of a local newspaper, who entered 
to call for the advertising copy for his pub- 
lication, was slugged and robbed of his 
money and a wrist watch. 

Presently the assistant manager arrived. 
Instead of State Inspectors, he was met by 
men with guns in their hands and compelled 
to open the safe and hand over the holiday 
receipts of the preceding day’s performance. 

When the raiders at last left it was 10 
o'clock. For two hours they had been in 
complete possession of the premises, leaving 
one dead, one seriously wounded and two 
others injured. Disappointed in the size of 
their loot, one of the invaders, after a whis- 
pered conference, had proposed “to give 
them all the works and call it a day.” 

Louis Berrett and Clement Molway were 
young men of good character, intelligent, 
and with a social background above that of 
the average in their position. They were 
pals, Molway owning his own cab, and 
they had not before come into conflict with 
the police. Molway, however, had inno 
cently got into a bit of trouble when two 
sailors hired his cab and robbed a well- 
dressed stranger who had joined them. The 
driver was fingerprinted and photographed, 
but promptly released without trial. There 
was nothing against him but this. But this 
was to lead to the arrest of both men for 
the Paramount Theater stickup and murder. 


HEN the Paramount staff were 

\ \ asked to look over the police 

photographs at Boston, they ex- 
pressed the belief that the one taken of Mol- 
way resembled one of the bandits. Detec- 
tives quickly traced the connection between 
Molway and Berrett and decided to arrest 
both for questioning. 

No explanation was given Berrett why 
the police had broken into his room and 
why they were questioning him. It was all 
a mystery to him, but he assumed that there 
was some mistake which would be quickly 
cleared up. The quizzing ran something like 
this: 

“Where is your friend Molway?’’ 

“What do you want Molway for?’ 

“We are the McMannon 
suicide case.” 

McMannon’s 


investigating 


mangled body had been 
found the day before on a railroad track. 
He had been a taxi driver, but was known 
to Berrett and Molway only as a man in 
their line of business with whom they had 
a passing acquaintance. 

Berrett said that he was sure that Mol- 
way had no knowledge of the suicide. One 
of the detectives then admitted that they 
were investigating a holdup and were look- 
ing for Molwcy. Berrett insisted that they 
were on the wrong track and expressed his 
absolute confidence that his pal was in no 
way involved in any crime. In reply to a 
question, he said he was certain that his 
friend would not come to his room that night, 
having gone to visit friends after they had 
crtedc at & o'clock.

All 


siuted. But they felt no alarm. 
would be satisfactorily explained after a 
ew hours and they would be allowed to go. 

Not until they were handcuffed to an in- 
Spector, shoved into a car and told that they 
were on their way to Lynn did they be- 


t 


come seriously concerned. They had read 
newspaper accounts of the Paramount stick- 
up. They wondered if they could possibly 
be suspected of having committed that out- 
rage. It didn’t seem likely, but why were 
they being taken to Lynn? 

Their suspicion was soon to be confirmed. 
They got the truth finally from Chief In- 
spector Kane of the Lynn police department 
who examined them on their arrival and in- 
formed them that they were 
held as suspects in the 
Paramount murder case. 

The grounds on which 
they were suspected rested 
on the following facts: 
First, Berrett’s statement 
that Molway would not 
come to his room that 
night; second, an unconsci- 
ous slip in his alibi state- 
ment that on New Year's 
day he had gone with a 
friend to see a picture, 
“The Prizefighter and the Lady,” in a Bos- 
ton suburb, when actually the picture was 
the one shown at the Paramount Theater 
at the time; third, the similarity of the hat, 
coat and scarf worn by Berrett to those worn 
by one of the raiders, as described by a 
witness; fourth, their acquaintance with 
McMannon, the suicide, and the fact that 
one of the bandits had &ddressed another 
as “Mac.” McMannon was set down by 
the police as the third hold-up man in the 
job. Fifth in the line of compromising cir- 
cumstances was the fact that one of the 
bandits had worn a blue jacket under his 
overcoat with a gilded zipper slide fastener 
which was identical with Berrett's. 

Fate was weaving a nice net of circum- 
stantial evidence around the two taxi- 
drivers. 

Thence on they were treated like men 
who were more than three-fourths convicted. 
The third degree applied to them did not 
consist of beatings with the end of a rubber 
hose. The process took a more subtle but 
none the less cruel form. 

Berrett's alibi soon developed flaws. He 
had given the name of a mechanic at a 
garage where he had left his car for re- 
pairs, who would testify that he had seen 
him there on the morning of January 2 when 
he was supposed to be in Lynn. The me- 
chanic denied it and signed a statement to 
that effect. Berrett had told the truth but 
the mechanic had got his dates mixed. 
When at the trial he corrected himself, his 
testimony was discredited and disregarded. 

Molway made things worse by repeating 
a conversation he claimed to have had over 
the telephone with the dispatcher of the cab 
company for which he was driving on the 
morning of January 2. The company’s rec- 
ord showed that the dispatcher was not on 
duty that day. The conversation had oc- 
curred on the day following. Molway had 
made a serious mistake. 

The boys were not allowed to bathe, 
shave, change clothes or sleep. The only 
article answering the description of a bed 
was a soft pine board. Drunken inmates 
of the jail made the nights hideous. Sleep 
and rest were out of the question. Then: 

‘“Molway has confessed,”’ a detective told 
Berrett. ‘If you want to save your skin 
you better kick through.” 

Berrett felt that he was breaking down 
under the strain, but he had sufficient pres- 
ence of mind to see through the detective’s 
design and told him to go to hell. 

The questioning continued uninterruptedly. 
Constantly detectives were at the bars of 
their cells plying the boys with more ques- 
tions. In his dazed state of mind and crack- 
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ing nerves Berrett began to wonder if he 
had not committed the murder. 

Next they were put in the line-up with a 
number of private persons against whom 
their own haggard, disheveled appearance 
and wrinkled clothes stood out in accusing 
relief. The identifying witnesses from the 
Paramount, as they entered one by one, 
were told to walk up and down the line 
and put a hand on the shoulder of anyone 
they felt sure had been seen by them on the 
scene of the hold-up and murder. 

The first witness failed to identify either 
of the two suspects, but the second placed 
his hand on Molway’s shoulder; and now 
others put accusing hands on them. One of 
the women identified Berrett, the assistant 
manager Molway, another Berrett, another 
both. Five of the eleven who had been 
herded in the office of the Paramount by 


the bandits for two hours positively picked 


the taxi-drivers out of the line-up as two of 
the raiders. 

The vision of an early release vanished 
dismally for the two young men, and soon 
they were to undergo the same ordeal. 
Again they were put in the line-up, as wit- 
nesses were brought in from towns where 
robbery and murder had been committed, 
but no one identified them. 

At the end of the first week they were 
arraigned in the Lynn District Court to plead. 
A schoolboy friend of Berrett acted as his 
attorney. Molway’s family had engaged a 
Boston lawyer. The plea was “not guilty.” 
A large crowd had gathered on the sidewalk 
and in the street in front of the courthouse, 
and as they were being led out to the 
waiting police van, they were greeted with 
shouts of “Lynch ‘em! Lynch ‘em!” 

The danger of mob vengeance lasted but 
a minute, and if ever a serious menace, had 
no chance of breaking out into actual violence 
because of the presence of 
the many guards armed 
with riot guns. They were 
safely lodged in the Essex 
County Jail and placed in 
separate cells. 

Their indictment 
on January 12. The 
charges were armed rob- 
bery, assault to murder, 
armed assault to rob and 
murder, etc. The trial was 
set for February 12 in 
Salem Courthouse. 

A girl, testifying for the prosecution, 
pointed out Molway as the bandit who had 
shot Condon in the back as he tried to 
escape. Three identified both defendants, 
two others Molway and four Berrett. The 
only testimony indirectly favorable to them 
was that of the ballistic expert who had 
been summoned. He declared that the shells 
and bullets recovered in the Paramount 
lobby were similar to those found on the 
scenes of other crimes committed by the 
trio of desperadoes and linked the Para. 
mount case with high crimes committed at 
Needham and Fitchburg. 

The prosecutor picked their alibi to pieces, 
citing the failure of the defendants at their 
first examination to name witnesses who 
later testified in their behalf. The defense 
rested late on Saturday, February 24. It 
was called the speediest murder trial in 
the history of Essex County. The jury would 
get the case on Monday. A quick verdict 
was confidently predicted. Indeed, a news 
paper which polled the jury later, revealed 
that it stood 10 to 2 for conviction.

UT, while Berrett and Molway thus 

seemed doomed, the victims of mis- 

taken identification and circumstan. 
tial evidence, one of the men actually guilty 
of the crimes for which they were about to 
be sentenced, but so far unsuspected, said 
to a trusted friend who called his attention 
to the Essex County trial, “To hell with 
them. Let them burn. It will take another 
load off our shoulders!’’ 

The man who uttered these callous words. 
according to the friend's admission to the 
police, was a youth named Murton Millen. 
who with his brother Irving and their con 
federate, Abraham Faber, died in the elec. 
tric chair at the Charlestown State Prison. 
Massachusetts, on April 28, 1935, under 
sentence of death pronounced upon him by 
Judge Nelson P. Brown on February 25 for 
the murder of Patrolman Forbes McLeod 
during a robbery of the Needham Trust 
Company. 

No case of burglary, highway robbery 
and murder which has come under our ken 
as the result of an examination of many 
scores of such crimes compares with the 
present one in a material way. The Millen- 
Faber trio executed their crimes like staid 
Babbitts engaged in a legitimate business 
venture. They probably kept no account 
books, but they should have done so to 
complete the picture of their mental atti- 
tude toward the profession they had chosen 
to enrich themselves, and no member of a 
heartless plutocracy ever more mercilessly 
exacted his pound of flesh. 


The list of crimes confessed by Faber 
after the arrest of the gang includes the 
murder of two Needham police officers, of a 
sporting goods store clerk who refused to 
aid them in a Fitchburg burglary, the cold- 
blooded assassination of the Lynn bill-poster 
in the lobby of the Paramount theater, sun- 
dry hold-ups, and the narrow escape from 
death of a girl cashier who replied to the 
demand of the bandits to hand over the 
receipts of a motion picture house with a 
laugh in the face of a revolver. 

The murderers were young men of re- 
spectable families, Faber a graduate of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, an 
electrical engineer, owner of an automobile 
supply shop in Boston, and the brains of 
the trio who adventured into the profession 
of stickup men for purely business reasons. 


66 \ BOUT a year ago we formed an 


organization,” Faber stated in 

his confession, “a business or- 
ganization of three for the sole purpose 
of getting plenty of money together and 
taking life easy. We talked it over carefully 
among ourselves and agreed to form a busi- 
ness organization. We figured that if cer- 
tain things were done, and done in the 
right way. no police force in the world 
would be fast enough or clever enough to 
keep up with us. So we drew up an agree- 
ment among ourselves. We decided that if 
we came face to face with anything that 
might upset our plans, we would not hesi- 
tate a single minute to remove that menace. 
That meant, of course, that if anyone got in 
our way we would kill him, no matter who 
it might be, policeman, detectives, man, 
woman, or anyone else who got in our 
way.” 

When the Boston detectives, in conjunction 
with other detective agencies, had gathered 
certain evidence to warrant them in ques- 
tioning Murton Millen, they found the nest 
on Audubon avenue, Boston, empty. Millen 
and his young wife had vacated and left 
no forwarding address. But one of the of. 
ficers found a name and address on an 
envelope in the litter left behind-—that of 
Saul Messinger, 1509 Mermaid avenue, 
Coney Island, N. Y. The writing was in a 
feminine hand. The date, February 15. 
Messinger was taken in tow. He had gone 
from Boston to Coney Island to prepare 
himself for a job on the New York police 
force. Search of his room revealed a letter 
of the above date from Millen’s Boston 
address, and soon Messinger was induced 
to talk. 

He admitted his acquaintance with the 
Millens. They had known each other since 
boyhood. He told of meeting the Millens 
and Norma, Murton’s wife, in New York 
City and riding with them in Murton’s car, 
a Chevrolet, to various hotels, to Radio City 
Music Hall, and of all of them dining to- 
gether. Messinger told more. He told the 
police of a garage on Fiftieth street where 
Murton kept his car. The detectives found 
the car, together with Murton’s Massachus- 
etts registration card, but not the Millens. 
They had left town. 

Messinger told more still. Of Murton’s 
boasting. His boasting included a statement 
to his old-time friend that he had killed two 
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cops, had stolen police guns, that one job 
had netted $12,000 which had been split 
three ways; that he had been in g murder 
at Fitchburg and in a sticx-up of the Pare. 
mount Theater in Lynn, with q killing for 
good measure. 

Messinger said that he had read an ac. 
count of the affair and commented on the 
fact that two Boston taxicub drivers were 
on trial for that crime. was then the 
Murton made the statemer' “To hell with 
them. Let them burn.” 

Murton, he said, had bousted of othe 
criminal exploits, but, of course, he thought 
he was fibbing and didn’t »» eve him. Py. 
ther questioning brought ou: the information 
that Abe Faber was closely tied up with 
Murton and Irving Millen anc was forwerg 
ing and receiving mail for them in Bogion 
as Messinger was in New York. 

Now Faber had been working with the 
detectives up in Boston and shown q ready 
willingness to be of help in solving the 
mystery of the Needham bank robbery ang 
murders. Faber had come into the inyegi. 
gation in the following manner: After ong 
of their raids the Millens and he had burned 
their Packard car. The police found the 
wreck equipped with what was left of ¢ 
short-wave receiver useful in catching police 
calls--a Flynn suppressor —and algo g 
badly damaged battery that did not belong 
in a Packard car. They traced the sup. 
pressor to Faber’s supply shop and the 
battery to a repair man who identified i 
as having been left at his shop for repairs 
by one of the Millens. 

Faber’s conduct had been disarming, and 
the detectives did not suspect him because 
they thought he was helping them, trusting 
him until they received a telegram from 
New York, saying: “Grab Faber. He ig the 
brains of the gang.” 

Meanwhile the New York detectives had 
opened a telegram to Messinger signed 
“Abel,” dated Washington, requesting him 
to be at the Lincoln Hotel Sunday forenoon

He divides his time 
and his visits equally between them and the 
Christians, Jews, Moslems, Hindus, Budd- 
hists, Confucians, Taoists and Shintoists; and 
his only sermons are the tours themselves. 

If his group is visiting a Catholic service 
they first hear mass and then later have a 
meal in a convent and talk with the nuns. 
Recently, he arranged a parley between a 
young Japanese and a Chinese on the Far 
Eastern situation. His students have heard

discussions between an Arab savant and a 
learned Jew on the Palestine conflict; they 
have heard Communists and Socialists, at- 
tended psychic seances. 

His purpose can be summed up briefly in 
his own words: ‘Through the heart of so- 
ciety runs great gorges, between the rich 
and the poor, the black and the white, the 
immigrant and the native, the Jew and the 
non-Jew, the Catholic and the Protestant, 
the Oriental and the Occidental. We 
have no heaven on earth when there is this 
clash between the groups.” 

Like most New Yorkers, Dr. Howell was 
born on a farm. He says his earliest recol- 
lections are of the snow banks piled high 
along the lane leading to the family farm- 
houses, two miles north of Case City, Mich- 
igan. When he was 5 years old, in 1890, 
the family moved to another farm, follow. 
ing the lumbering. 

He grew up swinging an ax. When he 
was 13 he was making his own living. 
which, through his teens, led him through 
courses in blacksmithing, firing a threshing 
engine, carpentering. He was a house 


painter, roofer and concrete worker. Some- 
where in those years, in addition to being 
a small contractor on sidewalks, buildings 
and foundations, he managed to squeeze 
in the necessary foundation for entrance to 
college. 


from Alkion College, Michigan, and spent 

the next three years in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church on rural charges. He had 
earned his way through college selling 
books and when he decided to leave the 
ministry he again became a book salesman 
to get funds for further education and train- 
ing. 

He came to Boston in 1917, for a summer 
course in analytical sociology under a pro- 
fessor from Harvard, and in the following 
year pursued the same study with Thomas 
Nixon Carver as professor, which marked 
the turning point in his career. As he says: 

“Professor Carver's very able and clear- 
cut presentation of the best arguments 
against radical groups compelled me to 
think through many social problems. But !

was the son of a farmer. I was kin to 
many skilled and unskilled working people. 
I was sensitive to their exploitation. I! 
was a rebel against Professor Carver's pro- 
capitalism. I became sympathetic to all 
radicals though I was not a member of any 
radical party.” 

Other things contributed to this develop- 
ment. The crusading young student-minis- 
ter got married. He and his wife had 
charge of the Seavey Settlement, an insti- 
tution to rehabilitate men who had been un- 
able to hold the pace because of liquor. 

In 1919, he came to New York to study 
at Union Theological Seminary, spending 
the next three years between there, Colum- 
bia University and the New School for So- 
cial Research. During this time he initiated 
Labor forums as field work at the seminary 
and made his first contacts with radical 
groups. 

A group of ministers in the city for a con- 
ference in 1921 asked Dr. Howell to con- 
duct them on a trip to the various head- 
quarters of radical groups. 

“At that time.”’ says the socialistic-minded

friend, John Reed, who later tecame famous 
as a Communist and whose ashes now re- 
pose in the Kremlin in Moscow. When the 
boat was ten miles out of Boston harbor, 
Peirce suddenly decided he didn’t want to 
make the trip after all. So, without telling 
anyone, least of all Reed, he jumped over- 
board and swam towards shore. He was 
missed, and when the ship's officers found 
Reed in possession of Peirce’s watch and 
wallet, they held him for his friend's mur- 
der. After the prisoner was delivered in 
irons to English authorities, a cable told 
them that Peirce had been picked up in the 


harbor by fishermen, was still quite alive 
and enjoying the affair immensely. 

Later, before the World War, Peirce trav- 
eled in Spain with Ernest Hemingway, and 
much of their life there was later recorded 
by Hemingway in “The Sun Also Rises.” 
But the robust artist himself told of how he 
threw a bull with his bare hands in the 
ring. He got to know every nook of Paris, 
and was once mistaken by police for an 
Apache and arrested. In Normandy, in 
recognition of his huge capacity for liquor, 
he was made an honorary member of the 


Society of Applejack Drinkers, and to this 
day it is his favorite drink. 

When the war broke out, he volunteered 
for the French ambulance corps, drove an 
ambulance for two years and received the 
Croix de Guerre. After the war, he painted 
battle scenes for the French Government. 
Then he went to Tunis and joined a lodge 
of whirling dervishes. One day he per- 
suaded an Arabian rug dealer to hide him. 
in the nude, among the Arab's wares and 
trundle him through the streets. When 
tourists refused to buy rugs, the Arab would 
whip off the carpets and offer the hairy 
Peirce for sale to the startled travelers. 


EANWHILE, Peirce married, in 
MI 1912, painted steadily and wrote 
verse. His bride was the former 
Dorothy Rice, daughter of Isaac L. Rice, in- 
ventor and philanthropist, who left an es- 
tate of $40,000,000 when he died in 1915. 
Peirce and Miss Rice met in Paris, where 
she was studying art, and they were mar- 
ried in Madrid. Besides being a painter and 
sculptor, she was the first licensed woman 
amateur aviation pilot in the United States 
and an ardent suffragette. She and Peirce 
lived for a time in Washington Square, 
Manhattan, but his wanderlust did not let 
him light there for long. She obtained a 
divorce at Bangor in 1918, charging non- 
support and cruelty —she complained he had 
struck her on several occasions in restau- 
rants. 
Peirce’s next wife was Ivy Troutman, a 


stage beauty, who had appeared with E.. 


H. Sothern in “If I Were King,’ and whose 
most famous role was in ‘The College 
Widow.” They were married in Paris in 
1920 and were divorced in the same city 
ten years later. 

As Peirce put it in a verse about him. 
self: 


Waldo Peirce.

He led too many lives, 
An’ had too many wenches 

An’ too many wives. 


He had too many vittles. 
An’ too much licker

But his third marriage seems to be a 
happier one. His wife, Alzira, was only 22 
years old, 24 years his junior, when he 
married her seven years ago, but apparent- 
ly she had a wisdom beyond her years. 
Peirce’s paintings under her influence 
seemed gradually to acquire form and 
meaning and to increase in warmth so that 
one critic enthusiastically described them as

At the age of 52, this minister with the 
strangest parish in the world still doesn't 
preach sermons. He doesn't smoke, lives 
sparingly. and is a foe of liquor, but he 
leaves those things for others to fight. 

His only outspoken criticism for any group 
or persons is for newspaper men who make 
light of Father Divine’s angels, or of any 
other movement. “There is much real value 
in Father Divine’s movement, and in many 
other movements, which most reporters say 
nothing about,” he declares. 

He has little time for writing about his 
work, but believes it has far-reaching sig- 
nificance. He says: 

“Pratically every people on earth is rep- 
resented in New York City. What an op- 
portunity to build world understanding! 

“This is the way to world peace. The 
conflict of the Arab and Jew in Palestine 
can be reconciled through conciliation of 
powerful supporters in New York City. The 
portending melee of Russian, Chinese and 
Japanese forces in the Far East orientated 
in a round table discussion between these 
three forces as represented in New York 
City will dissolve much bitterness, perhaps 
prevent violence. The elimination of im- 
perialism in Africa, Asia and the Spanish- 
Americas can be achieved through study 
and conciliation by 100,000 students now in 
New York City from all parts of the United 
States and the world.”

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A Swiss A\rtist’s Impressions of Pioneer America Rediscovered

WASHINGTON. 
SWISS artist came to 
the United States near- 
ly a century ago, and 
with eyes accustomed 
to the settled civiliza- 
tion of Europe viewed 
the vigorous pageantry 
of pioneer life along the Mississippi 
and Missouri rivers. He saw soldiers 
being recruited for the Mexican War, 
and heavily armed gold-seekers stream. 
ing westward to California. He 
watched St. Louis celebrate its eighty- 
third anniversary as a city. He trav- 
eled on river steamers, including one 
that blew up when he was aboard. He 
observed the violence of American 
politics and what seemed to him the 
pampering of American women. He 
lived among Indians and won and lost 
a chief's daughter. 

Rudolph Friederich Kurz, then 28 
came to America in 1846. He went 
home in 1852. His observations and 
doings between those years he re- 
corded in a diary, and illustrated the 
record with his own drawings. The 
journal, written in German, found its 
way into the historical museum at 
Berne, Switzerland, where David I. 
Bushness Jr., a research worker, came 
upon it. He had the journal translated, 
photographed the sketches, and turned 
over translation and photographs to the 
Smithsonian Institution of Washington 
The Smithsonian, through its Bureau of 
American Ethnology, has just published 
this contemporary account of a lusty 
period in the development of the West. 

Kurz began his American adventure 
in New Orleans. After being very un- 
pleasantly affected by a slave auction 
there, he boarded the Mississippi Riv. 
er steamer Amaranth on New Year's 
day, 1847, and started for St. Louis 
The trip took 17 days, for two of which 
the boat was stuck in ice. 

St. Louis proved to be larger than 
the artist had expected, but he wos 
disappointed in the opportunities it of- 
fered for the exercise of his talent. He 
set down in his diary: ‘As artist, I 
had no chance at all there; daguerreo- 
typists completely crowd out portrait 
painters; lithographers ‘needed only 
printers—-no draughtsman; to get a po- 
sition as instructor in a girl's schoo] I
